KRTCCH OF THE BWHIE PATEMiTY. 
•Sermon by Kev. »r. Cfcapm. 


Rev If. Chapin preached yesterday morctng from 


tne Gospel or Lake, xu., 23, 'Tne life is moie 
than meat and the body is more than raiment." 
Tills was an assertion by the highest authority of a 
truth that lay at the very loot of religions laitb. and 
.goodness, for it was evident mat our entire views of 
existence must be affected by the degree in which 
we realized the facts here set before us. If the life 
of man were merely an organized material sub- 
stance, there mast sUU remain a certain distinction 
of right and wrong, resolving themselves into points 
of expediency, and man would sull continue 
to

But no candid 
materialist eoald deny that the logical consequence 
most be that the human Ufe and the facts Of human 
life assume a different phase than what they would 
if we accepted the statement laid down in the text 
K«a>ove from tbe universe the conception of a 
cniritnal life— of 
a real 
and essential life 
of 
man, 
and 
especially 
the 
conception 
of a divine spiritual being, upon which 811 this order 
of human beings must depend, and, he said, tlie 
entire character~aa welLas the root of life would b« 
changed—the whole ground svorK of our achieve- 
ment would be shattered aa well as the whole 
character of morality itself. _He wished merely 
to illustrate what he had stated. The words he had 
fread admitted of a" double application:—First, they 
Indicated God's care of man, ana second, the chief 
object in man's care of himself- Did we wonder 
that sometimes men cried out "All is vanity ?" see 
the terrible condition of things, which was fre- 
ouently brought about by sheer necessity, driving 
Sen, so to speaK, to live from hand to month, so 
at they had no opportunity to thlnK of anything 
ewe but the bare necessaries to supplv the animal 
system. Now. the body was only the bare shell 
Which contained the spark of lire. The body was, 
after all, a wonderful theatre cf life and expansion; 
but it may be perforated and abused. Take the 
human heart and the human eye and consider the 
world 
of 
wonders they involved. 
Consider 
the multitudinous functions of a single nerve. 
ThinK of the system of life—of the ceaselessly- throb- 
bing heart. LOOK within the busy walls 01 the body 
ana see its rivers of circulating blood. What- did 
science say or this moi-tal term of ours? Might It 
not say, "Oh, uusatisoed sensualist! Oh, worldly 
drudge, to whom this form seems so useless, why 
can yoa not appreciate at every breath yon draw 
and every pulse you reel the gift which Go4 has 
bestowed on you'/" The scheme of existence waa not 
to be Interpreted by external aspects or material 
results. So man, he thought, had ever reached that 
point where he could give us a complete interpreta- 
tion or existence. Lire was a form of trial and dis- 
cipline U there were nothing but material condi- 
tions connected with it, then all he could gay was 
that our lire was, indeed, inexplicable. How manj 
men there were to whom life was a sad, strange 
problem i Human nature was remarttable for tne 
way it coaid amust itself to its conditions. If a man 
hardened himself to a etoical punoMnphy he ininmri 
nis nature. It vvios a consciousness of affliction, It 
was out of the depths of sorrow that tno niBUoat 
ffiftB bestowed on humahity sprang. The essential 
nature might become sceptic, but, on the other hand, 
trial only challenged the brave soul, and, Instead of 
acting on it like a timndcntroKe, was the meana of 
refreshing it aud buoying It up. Was tuere any ar- 
Bumeut they ever knew or read ot which was BO 
beautiful as those simple words of Christ allowing 
that If He provided for the greater He would likewise 
provide for the less» He tamed from the wild fowls 
of the au to the lilies of the valley, one of which was 
arrayed in more splendor than Solomon In nil Ma 
elory, and threw His fostering guardianship 
ovei them. 
He 
then 
spoKe of 
"the 
lire 
that was more than meat and the body that was 
more than raiment." Ihe reverend gentlemen then 
made the rest of his discourse applicable to the 
amusements and excitements incident tp our own 
times. He did not condemn any amusements but 
those which haa a bad effect on the soul. A great 
deal had been written and said, about the injury 
done the mind and body in our day, conse- 
quent on the peculiar condition of our times, ami 
about the excitement incident to the everlasting 
clashing and smuggling for competition. 1'he con- 
sequence of this was both mentftl and moral in- 
sanity, it had been asserted that mental occupa- 
tions wore peculiarly the promoters of insanity, ana 
insanity was now rapidly increasing. 
Ae far nB 
mental pursuits were concerned there was a quallfl- 
cation. When they were pursued in a quiet Elate Of 
retirement they had not suoti an Injurious tendency 
ou the brain, but in the exciting competition of the 
times, wnen a man was chained to the galley oars 
of worn as a necessity, that would produce insanity 
Clicker than anything else.

Tom suitab'e lessons and admonitions. There has 
seiaom been in tills city a more profound impression 
caused by d.a h or a more universal demonstration

gentleman then treated of the general subject of 
uca'n, remdiklna first that there is a great deal of 
•oiacrtcai scepticism cocceinmg tt. Bat, notwith- 
standing this practical Sisbeller In the mortality of 
all things Human, the work of destruction goes on. 
n.e circumstances under which death frequently 
oecms are peculiarly startling and painful, and are 
calculated to mafce men attend perforce to what 
nouldotnerwisebe disregarded or aismissea with 
only a passing thought. Sometimes, moreover, it is 
not merely one person, but hundreds who are 
tasen in a moment without premonition. Some 
loaded tram breaKs through a rotten bridge or 
plunges &own an. embankment. Some ill-constructed, 
or ill tended boiler exrloaes and blows humanity up 
towards the sty. Some thickly populated ship runs 
smashing on an iceberg or tases me. and with, latai 
rapidity is wrapped in a whirlwind of aame—an 
ocean of water, but none to put out that fire. 
The death of Alexander Hamilton, shot by Burr, 
and that of Harrison, Taylor and Lincoln, all Presi- 
dents of the United States, were felt to be a public 
calamity 
And now, lately, another conspicuous 
mar* nas been chosen for death's unerring aart. 
Mi. RaymondTvas a renowned journalist; had been 
a .high 
officer 
in his native State and a 
representative at vvasmngton, 'was extensively- 
Mown among our leading men and largely 
engaged" ta politics; was abundant tn labors 
and unrestricted m influence^ and, therefore, it is a 
loud knell which has resotmaed through the land 
telling of his departure. In the last place let it be 
observed that there are certain qualities and achieve- 
ments which outlive death. This is especially true 
wheaa man has been-remarfcable for personal vir- 
tues and deeds of charity. Still further, when a man 
tas been closely identified with any great cause 
which looks towards tne welfare ot a nation or of 
any particular class of the community, he must of 
necessity outuve the grave. There is no death for 
tne principles or national justice and liberty, and he 
who advocates and upholds them shall leave behind 
him a memory that is ever green. There Is many a 
name associated with our late national struggle 
which will be aa imperishable as the country's birth.

nas stated tnat dnrin^that gloomy period of English 
history, from 1760 to 1&30, more than too peerages 
had been created. The actual number made jvithia 
the reiga of ceorre III. was 388, and during the 
seventeen years of Mr. Pitt's Premiership upwards 
of 140 new patent* ware issued. Within two years 
the same Minister had either created or promoted 
thirty-five new peers. A large number of these names 
aave, nowever, dropped from the roll ot tue House of 
Lords, for on an average more than twenty peers die 
annually, aad three or four peerages become extinct 
every year. 
It ta not surprising that when the whigs found 
themselves in office in 1S30, they at ooce began to 
redress m some degree the enormous disparity in 
tne numbers of the rival parties in the House of 
Lords. Dae subjoined tabular statement euows the 
number ol creations and promotions In cue peerage 
made by each minister from Bin Grey's accession to

Ttie ust above given is irrespective of tne peers' 
eldest sons, who nave been called to the upper 
bouse in tne lifetimes of their fathers.

Tbe New Constitution—Howie Was Received 


In Cadiz—A Tame Reception—The Regency 
Question—The New Consul—Cnban Affaire. 


CADIZ, Jane 9,1869. 


The last light of the many prepared to impress the 


people of Cadiz with the virtues of the new constitu- 
ion expired lag; night in tne midst of tbe most 
irofonnd silence and&Asad'calm. The most ener- 
getic preparations na-o been made to give tats 
solemn act—tie promulgation ol tne new constltn- 
ion, or, as it has l>een styled, the code of Serrano, 
Prim Se Co.—a fitting reception; bat a more lament- 
able failure has never been witnessed within the 
white walls of Cadiz. 


All the office-holders were out in. full force, ditto 
he army and navy. 
To give the funeion a re- 


pectable appearance the alcaldes of tae villages 
,nd towns in tats pro-fines were invited, the Com- 
mon CoanciUand tae foreign consuls. The latter 
tody have a aorror of civic powwows in Spain, be- 
ianse tttey are generally treated as intruders and 
have no particular place assigned them. However, 
hey resolved to .have a meeting before tney decided 
o take part in the ceremony. All were In favor ot 
urnlng out except tne Austrian Consul, who, re- 
membering a bungling affair in 1862, declined to 
have anything to do with the demonstration. The 
ingilsa and Russian Consuls did not appear, but the 
rrench and American attended and agreed to don their 
uniforms, in compliance with tne request of the 
Governor and as a token ot then-mad feeling towards 
lie goverament for the time being. Considerable 
peculation was indulged in as to the probable ap- 
iearan.ce of the American Consul. He, of cotirae, 
'esponded to the Governor's invitation, and appeared 
in his uniform, that of an American military officer.

The housetops and balconies were 
jrowded. ou£ the attendance In tne nlaza was poor 
iideed, and the mms were confined to the uniformed 
gentlemen In the vicinity of tue platform and the 
icpendcnts of the Governor. 
After the secretary had read the new constitution 
he Governor made a speocii. lie was erected bv 
lie aforesaid OTTOS and one "DeatU to tue Republic;" 
but a dozen "Viva la HepabHca" was the response. 
The people In general remained very decorous and 
e'oquently silent, because tbe battalions or Spam 
were at band, aad tue lu&tory or the country con- 
.ains too many traglo episodes which were Inaugu- 
rated at the conclusion ol funaones. Prudence, 
herefore. told tliem to stay away, or If present to 
abstain fiom an} kind of di-satlsfaction.

MADRID, June 12,1869. 


Tne proposal to make General Serrano Regent of 


the Kingdom, though preliminarily accepted by a 
majority of tae Cortes,-will not pass without a vio- 
lent straggle on tae part of the republicans and 
tlieir temporary allies, the few Carllsts whom the 
priest-led inhabitants or the Basque provinces nave 
sent to represent their fanaticism and bigotry in the 
Parliament. Yesterday no less than three amend- 
ments were presented to the resolution by whica 
Serrano was proposed as Regent ot the kingdom. 
Ths first amendment was moved by the republican, 
Soler, and was that instead of a regency there should 
be an executive council of five persons responaiole 
to tue Curtes, Tne second amendment, moved by a 
yonng Deputy named Abarzuza, proposed a regency 
of three persons; and the third, moved by a, republi- 
can named Maisonnave, that there should be one 
regent, removable at the pleasure of the Cortes and 
responsible ror his acts. 


Notwithstanding tae neat of the weather, the ther- 
mometer marlang t'uirty-nve dejress (Centigrade) in 
the shads, the galleries were crowded, but listeners 
were doomed to disappointment, for none but third 
rate orators occupied the~whole seasioa. Tne re- 
publican orator, Soler, said nothing to the point, 
and confined himself to generalities upon ttie excel- 
lencies of the republican form of government, a 
theme which, nas been very nearly exhausted by 
previous sneakers on former occasions. As he was 
evidently "sneaking to Buncombe." neither tae 
marked impatience of the Chamber nor the admoni- 
tions of the President prevented him from bestow- 
ing upon tne audience the whole of his long pre- 
pared Harangue. Rodriguez, tne political economy 
writer and professor, answered aim in the name or 
tne Commission, aad asser.ed that General Serrano 
had never for a moment since tae revolution given 
cause to doubt of his intention, to identify himself 
with.

However 
stiongmay beoount Bismarck's ambition to estab- 
lish a German empire under a Hoheazollern dynasty, 
aad whatever hopes count BeuM may entertain of 
some, day humbling Prussia and its Premier, their 
hands are tied more or less by aged monarc£s, just 
as unwilling aa old Nap himself to run tbe risk of 
losing tlieir thrones. Allowing a certain prejudice 
m France against Geonauy. we believe the majority 
of the intelligent and industi ial classes to be in favor 
of peace, and it is no less so m this country. If a 
cordial understanding coald be arrived ac between 
both it would be an enormous profit to the people 
who now groan under tue burden of military estab- 
lishments.

Differences in tue Church nn-I Ita Caases*~ 


Itlaclcfi and Wuitca.

I bave hinted more than once that there la a 


struggle going on at present among the higher churcli 
authorities whlcli may possibly end in goine very un- 
expected and startling results. You must k<oow~ 
that there lias always existed a certain antagonism 
between our white clergy (married, priests) aad 
black clergy (unmarried, monks). Tlie latter, un- 
shackled by family cares, and havluz nothing to at- 
tend to but their ambitious views, have managed to 
draw to* tlicmselvca pretty well Ihe supremacy in 
every line. Thus it Is a thing understood once for 
all that none but monks shall reach the highest dig- 
nities of the churcli, aad be bishops, archbishops and 
metropolitans, although there is no ouuouic law 
whatever to that effect. Indeed, the oso is so gene- 
ral and so ancient that most of the Russians them- 
selves, if not specially instructed la church matters, 
believe It to be a law, Just as most Catholics not 
strong In theology, Imagine the celibacy of tho 
clergy to be a dogma of the Catholic Charon, and 
would liave some trouble In believing that Monsieur 
Ie Cure" or U Signer Abbate have aa good a right to 
family joys and tribulations as themselves. One of 
the cleverest things the black clergy have done for 
themselves la their having appropriated to them- 
selves the exclusive right to educate the white 
clergy, which, aa you perhaps know, forma some- 
tiling of a caste, owing to tho priests' way of Inter- 
marrying Iheir >>ons and daughters, and ae much to 
the circumstance that, thanks to the blacK clcrgj 'a 
having it au tneir own way, no layman could tako 
orders, unless he had been educated in one oMlie 
special ecclesiastical schools called seminaries. 
These seminaries, as well as the higher "Bcctc- 
siastlcal Academy," were, and still are. exclusively 
in the Hands of die monks. The rector, inspector, 
teachers, professors tutors, all are^nionks. On tho 
other band, if everybody could not tako nrlcstly or- 
ders, merely because lie wished it, and hail quali- 
fied himself for theomci! by the necessary stud lea, 
U tftuse studies were not made in their privileged 
ncliooli, eveiybody might become a monk any time 
lie pleaded, from the age of eighteen, 1 believe, to ins 
very death. Nor is wedlock an obstacle to inch a 
vocation. A married -man may apply to the church 
authorities, and is Invariably granted pcrminslon to 
leave hia wife and enter ihe monastery. Now it is 
clear that (.lungs could not lie allowed lo go on In 
nils way, under pain of showing too decided »lean- 
ing towards tbe retrograde and exclusive order of 
tnmgi wliich 18 alwaya Uie flr.tt result, wherever n 
celibate clergy takes tho upper hand. At a moment 
wnen orthodoxy is growing daily in importance, 
when a union with tho higher Protestant Churches is 
contemplated, wnen cVen from tue midst of the 
Onthoiio Homo hopafnl looks drc turned towards It, 
it is narticmsrlr dosiraMe to »boiun overtuin* mat 


might serve as a barrier on tlie one hand, aud, on 
tho other, to raise ax nigh a barrier between our 
Church and the most offensive institutions of tlio 
Roman Catholic one. It is moreover desirable, for 
the same iconslderutloua, that tlw married clergy. 
in whose ranks are found some of our very best and 
ablest men, suouM assert a Higher social position 
taaa they have done tilt now; and above all mix more 
in society and take aa active part In secular pur- 
suits, from wlilch they are debarred at present bv 
custam, not by i»w. Tims in Gailcia the principal 
bearers of tae national idea, the Slavonic movement, 
the national science, are priests, while wttn us yon 
never see a priest occupying even a Greek or Latin 
chair m a secular- ecuool. Now all these 
good 
and wholesome 
results 
can 
be ob- 
tained 
only 
by an 
infusion 
on 
a 
large 
scaie of tne fresn and healthy lay element into the 
close atmosphere created by monkhood, waictt in an 
times and countries win have mucu in com- 
• mon wim moles by a secularization of the Ciiurca to 
a certain degree. Such is tie aim which the present 
Minister or Public Instruction, Couut Dluntry roi- 
stay, is steadily and pertinaciously pnrsum" ever 
since ius nomination His double position as Minis- 
ter and as Secretary of the Holy Synod elves him 
additional opportunities for exertion, and at tne 
same time, of course, additional tribulations 
His 
ministerial policy may be stated in tee words, sys- 
tematic and unflinching opposition to monkisb. en- 
croachment. Inae ine. 
The black clergy, comprising tue wHole corps of 
bishops, archbishops and metropolitans, can hardly 
be expected tamely to surrender what baa taken 
centuries to secure, but tae Minister is as deter- 
mined to wrest supieme power from 
their 
hands as they are determined to keep it. 
Much is done already, However. 
On the one 
hand, 
married priests 
aie 
encouraged 
to 
apply for the places of rectors, teacuers and 
professors in the ecclesiastical seminaries, as well as 
fo>-t>!e places of te,achers in secular schools; on the 
otjier hand anyboay who wishes it, and Is qualified, 
unless married to a second wife, which, is contrary 
to canonic law, rcsy take orders without any hin- 
drance. If the minister stand it long enough against 
his powerful opponents, "who of course employ 
every means of open an" atlll more underground 
warlare against him, we may nope to sue a married 
archbishop, wliich. Is not far from a married metro- 
politan. 


MEXICO. 


Dfelomatlc Items—Feara of Grant's Policy—

MEXICO, June 12,1839. 


The new Minister, Mr, Nelson, is expected to ar- 


rive in this city to-morrow (Sunday), and will pro- 
bably be introduced to President Juarez on Wednes- 
day, the 16th, by the retiring Minister. General Rose- 
crans. The latter will leave immediately thereafter 
for Acanulco, ana thence to San Francisco, with his 
entire family. The General has been making prepa- 
rations lor his departure for some days. 


The greatest possible excitement prevails, espe- 


cially among tne foreign population, as to the policy 
of General Grant toward Mexico, full instructions 
for the carrying ont of whica it is believed Mr. Nel- 
son has received from the State Department. The 
foreign population IOOK and liope for annexation, 
absorotlon, aa American protectorate, or any other 
onaaze which will insure security to life aad capi- 
tal and progress to the country. The Mexican peo- 
ple are anxious, and will most jealously watch the 
behavior of Mr. Nelson and any outcroppings of 
Grant's Mexican poliqy. Several parties recently 
arrested charged wita conspiring against the Mexi- 
can Treasury, making up bogus claims, &c., to go 
before the Commission in Washington, are in prison, 
held for trial and allowed to communicate with no 
one. 
Some prominent Americans charged with 
comollcity are being looked after. 
'ihe Monitor of yesterday says:—"Mr. Brink, who 
went to theATmted States as Dearer or despatches 
for General Rosecrans to bis government, in regard 
to taesaleofa portion of the Mexican territory, tt 
seems, baa returned in the steamer wiiich. has just 
arrived at Vera Cru^ from Sew \ork. Although this 
alarming news nas been deuouncedas false, it is very 
probable toat between the said gentleman and our 
government some explanations must be maoe in 
oider to clear up tais matter upoa whiea the Ameri- 
can press has spoken.

injustice of somebody. Tne people are piobably 
originally no better or worse tiian others. When 
educated and moralized it is abundantly clear that 
noae better are needed lor citizens orfneads. When 
ignorant, vjcioua and brutalized tiiey are dangerous, 
terrible and the tools of the positively pernicious 
and wicked individuals who belong Lo the privileged

Beport to President Grant from Commlsrfctier 


Moirin—Failure or the Company to Keep 


, with the Government—The Road Not 


First Class One—Its Probable Sale aud 


Heavs toss to tho United Slnlea—Sugges- 
tio&» Illactu. 
Mr. Isaac N. Morris, one of the commissioners 


appointed to examine the unaccepted portions of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, has jaacle a report to the 
President, in which, after giving a history or its con- 
struction aad its present condition, he makes the 
following statements and suggestions, which will be 
found of curious interest to the public. He says:— 


The charter 01 the company provides that these 


bonds should be a first Hen on the road, rolling 
slock, Ac.; that no more than evcrv alternate sec- 
tion iff land for leu miles on each side of the road 
should be given aud that payment of bonds should 
only be made when forty nines were, finished. >.o 
permission was confeircd on me company to issue 
mortgage bonds at all. In tma case, as iu similar 
ones the company went back to congress, not to 
surrender any right they had acqmred-for corpora- 
tions never do that—but to ask additional grants and 
privileges. They osKed thai, the government bonds 
fee made a second uen upon the road, and lhat they 
be allowed to issue mortgage bonds in amount equal 
ro government bonds, ana that these mortgage 
bonds, issued by themselves, should be the flrst lien; 
tnat they should have every alternate section of land 
for twenty miles on each side of the road instead ot 
ten, and that they should receive bonds when each 
twenty miles or road was done, instead of when each 
rorty. The legislative body, most unfortunately for 
the country, granted their request. The result will 
be a sale or the road on the company's mortgage 
bonds, which are a lirst lien, and the government 
•v* ill eel nothing unless it prevents itsoU" t?ing made 
a party to the proceedings and thus forces a settle- 
ment or 
compromise, whieii, 
however, would 
aaionnt to little or notlilng in the end, ror it would 
yield everything in the controversy. 
Ten or flrteeu millions ol the company's mortgage 
bonds will fall into the hands of some one; how can 
be imagined. The interest; will not. be paid, the 
bonds will be foreclosed, and who is to bid against 
the holder ol them, representing, as he win, a pow- 
erful moneyed interest? No one. The government 
cannot oo it. If u owned the road ninety per cent 
of us earnings would he stolen and it would soon 
ran down. No individual would have the means of 
dome it, and while the government will lose the 
amount of her bonds tne holders of the major part 
of the mortgage bonds,. who will not be shrewd 
capitalists, but unsuspecting widows and minors, 
•will lose from nrcy to seventy-live per cent on their 
bonds, because tney will only receive upon them a 
pro rate or -what the road sells lor. I am 
only writing 
here the experience and his- 
tory of the post and what Interest prompts 
men 
to 
do. 
Whether the present company 
operate the road or not imany believe it is not their 


• purpose to do so) the result will be substantially the 
same. The great object will be to get clear of the 
government lien by roreclosure and sale under the 
mortgage bonds. This will be done unless tne gov- 
ernment, as I have already suggested, refuses to 
allow itself to be made a party to the chancery pro- 
ceedings, or unless the suggestions contained in the 
following paragraph are acted on.. They are of the 
nicnest importance to the whole conntry. 
The amendatory a«t or July 2, 1864, subordinates 
the government lien, secured by the charter, to the 
mortgage bonds Issued by the company- 
The 
twenty-second and last section of that act declares 
"that Congress may at any time alter, amend or re- 
peal this act." 
The words "at any time" may per- 
haps be regarded as subject to some limitation. The 
courts might hold (I even doubt this) that this salu- 
tary protective clause would not apply after the 
completion of the road, or more certainly after its 
acceptance by the government. Before that time 
there Is no question but rt follows the mortgage 
bonds wherever tfiey go. J<o matter In whose hands 
the bonds are found" the plea that they ate held by 
innocent parties, so often interposed,, cannot avail. 
The purchaser is bound to take notice or the law 
which- constitutes a part of the condition of the 
Uonds, as much so as ir it were written upon their 
lace. Tire road is not completed nor anything like 
It, and the power is yet in Congress to protect the 
government. 
This should be done promptly and 
effectually. 
The government bonds should 
be 
restored to a flrst lien, as-they stood in the original 
charter, and the mortgage bonds of the company 
should be made a second instead or a first lien. 
This done, all cavil and difficulty with the company 
will be at an end. The government has supplied 
means far more than sufficient to build theToad, 
and why should it 6e given away? What moral or 
equitable rinht tfas any set of men to It? The money 
of the people built it. The provision In the amend- 
atory act granting an extra quantity of land should 
also be repealed or suspended until the road is con- 
structed as required by law. At least an opportunity 
should be offered for this legislation to transpire be- 
fore another dollar is paid lo the company. 
While It cannot be regarded that Congress chose" 
the roost appropriate time to pass the resolution ap- 
proved April lAast puBt, authorizing the President 
to appoint a commission'of live to examine the 
•whole road, after the subsidies had been nearly all 
paid, without any hope of their recovery, still that 
Congress that it did not regard any part of the road 
S3 finally accepted. 
It may be thai body was loos- 
Ing to the restoration of tno government lien by its 
action berore It was precluded Irom doing so by 
lapse of time. The title of the resolution would 
seem to establish this conclusion.

It may 
be a misnomer. 
If Congress made a bad bargain I am not for re- 
pudiating it. I thins, however, tne government 
should protect its interests by availing itsell of all 
reserved rlfehts, and Insisting upon a rigid com- 
pliance on the part or the companies with their en- 
gagements bcrore anything more is paid or the tends 
patented. There is certainly nothing wrona in-tlus. 
The right to pass over the roads, sucti as they are, 
By paying for it is all the people will get ror the 
enormous amount they have been compelled to con- 
tribute for their construction, and they are certainly 
entitled to have a "llrst class road" "in all respects," 
taat tney may be assured of life and limb. Unusual 
care should be taken In operating this road, as well 
as m constructing it, for if a serious calamity should 
happen to a passenger train, it would Be almost im- 
possible to obtain medical aid and proper skelter for 
the wounded, so sparsely is the country settled. 
l will add, in conclusion, iliac on my return to 
Omaha I was shown •prepared report, gotten up by 
an officer of. the company, on the first section or 
twenty miles ol the road west of the last accepted 
section, settmor forth It was constructed in strict

Among the prominent causes ol.fail- 
ure iflnne eirorts that nave irom time to time been 
made to reclaim the American savages from a state 
of barbarism may be mentioned the salient fact 
that no consistent, just and Benignant national pol- 
icy has ever been inaugurated and persistently ad- 
hered to for any grent length or time. jSuinerous 
treaties have been made with the different tribes, 
and the negotiations attended by the observance or 
all the diplomatic forms and ceremonies ptacttsed 
among independent, absolute nationalities, 
in 
some instances, however, these treaties, belore they 
were ratified and carried into effect, have been so 
altered aud amended as to very materially change 
their original signification, and this without tne 
sanction or Knowledge of the Indians. In other 
oaaes the failure ot appropriations, or the malfeasance 
or negilgenee or unscrupulous or unlaiturui agents, 
has prevented a strict adherence to treaty stipula- 
tions and this has, of course, occasioned tfissatisfac- 
tien among the Indians, as they expect every prom- 
ise to be ruiaHed to the Setter, and when this is not 
done they regard the non-compliance as a wilful 
violation or good raitb and integrity. No excuse 
or explanation or unavoidable accidents, or delays 
contravening the possibility of a literal rolfllraent 
of a compact, has the slightest weight with them, 
and for th'S reason no pledges should be made to 
Inuianswhen there is not an absolute certainty as 
to the power of executing them. 
The policy adopted toward the aborigines by tne 
eariy colonists of New England, Virginia and Georgia 
was eminently humane and praiseworthy, and tne 
preliminary labors ol missionaries among them were 
attended with results decidedly lavorable. 
un- 


fortunately, 
however, 
the 
ultimate 
success 
oitheir 
efforts 
to civilize aad 
elevate 
the 
moral 
character ol the Indians was then, as 
has orten been the case since, thwarted by the mach- 
inations of avaricious and designing white men, 
who, for the accomplishment of then: own selflsh 
purposes have inculcated aud practised among these 
simple minded children or the lorestad the vices that 
disgrace civilized society; and these baneful adverse 
influences have generally preponderated over the 
teachings ot better men, and the Indians nave retro- 
graded npon the scale of human progress to a posi- 
tion far beneath tftat which they occupied before 
they came in contact with the pale faces. 
A wide diversity of opinion exists among the 
masses of the thinking people or the Daited btates 
at the preseut day ia regard to the wisest -course to 
be pursued by the government toward the Prairie 
cause and have cost us many valuable lives and a great 
tribes. That these merciless freebooters have often 
made war upon our people without any sufficient 
expenditure of public money during the past three 
years is unquestionable. Those who have come in 
contact with them and suffered Irom their lawless 
and diabolical propensities very naturally entertain 
feelings of implacable hostility towards them and 
advocate a war of extermination as the oaly effec- 
tual means of settling the perplexing question, while 
the benignant impulses of others who have but little 
knowledge or the idiosyncratic nature of these par- 
ticular tribes dictate the more benevolent and con- 
ciliatory poirey of purchasing tuelT uood will with 
annuities and presents. The exclusive adoption or 
either policy is, tn my judgment, unwise and inade- 
quate to meet the present exigency of the crisis. 
It is probable tnat we might la time, with a large 
force and a heavy augmentation to our already 
gigantic pecuniary national liaotlitres, annihilate 
the Indians; but this would be a slow process, as 
they are inured to war and are familiar with all the 
aris and subterfuges necessary to prosecute a suc- 
cessful partisan campaign, and with their numerous 
fleet aud enduring horses they are at an tunes, 
except lu winter, enabled to elude pursuit UDOU the 
vast expanse of the great prairies, every inch of 
which is ramiliar to them. Moreover they are well 
supplied with firearms ana ammunition, so thit the 
discrepancy between them aii'l our soldiers is-notti- 
in» like as great now a-t it was when their only 
weapons were tho bow and arrow and thelance. To 
act against an enemy who is here to-day and rar dis- 
lanc to-merrow; who at one time stampedes a herd 
or iimmala UDOB tne neadwatera- of - the -Arkansas 
iTnS^.VitSu uexC nearu irom ib lu tue very ue^ii, 01 cue 
nonulated districts or Mexico, lamina waste nacleu- 
daa and carryinff devastation, rapine anil murder In 
his steps; who leaves his women aud children con- 
cealed In a locality far ulstanc from the theatie oi" 
hostilities, and has neither depots nor magazines to 
defend, nor lines of retreat t.o cover; who draws his 
rations and clothing Irom the country he operates 
in, and is not encumbered with a uolayjmoviug town 
on wheels, In tho shape or a baggage tram; who 
never comes into action withojt the anvamage or 
numbers or position, and disperses and vanMies 
whenever tho Issue of a battle is against Intn.and 
who, uudera preconcerted arrangement, assembles 
again at a point far distant; with sucli an enemy ex- 
termination would be a slow and exliaustms success, 
exceedingly difficult of execution. 
The humane peace policy would, In my opmtoD, be 
equally inadequate to accomplish tue object desired, 
provided no other means were adopted but that of 
giving annuities aud presents; for so lomr as the In- 
iHans are permitted to lead a roving life they will, 
whenever game falls to atl'ord thetii sustenance, be 
compelled to steal or taKe from tholr neighbors 
This policy lias been thoroughly tested during the 
past twenty years, but has not thus far been at 
tended with anything like satisfactory results. The

The Indian practico or ulviug and receiving pre 
sonts, as well as their diplomatic attributes, do no 
seem to have undercouc any creat changes from 
the customs of their aueesturs. wuen WiUuun Pen 
arrived among the Indians living upon the prcsen 
site or rinladelphia he wi'oie a letter lo Ins friend 
Itobert Boyle, m which this paragraph occurs:—"111 
treaties about land or tramc 1 Uud them (the Indians) 
deliberative in council, and as ile.-ilguinif as 1 have 
ever observed among the politest or our Europcaus. 
l n.ivc bought two large tracts, ana Had two pre- 
s,,:iiuii to me, winch cost me alike." D'lberville, 
tlie llrst governor of Loulsana lu 1702, in a inami- 
sa-ipt memorial on the subject of ludiaii policy, the 
original of which ia m the archives at I'ans, says:— 
"U is imprudent-to accustom the savages to be 
spoken to by presents, for, with bo many, It would 
cost the Kine more than the revenue derived from 
tuo trade. \v lieu they come to us it will be necessary 
to bring them to S'lbjcction, make them no presents; 
compel them to do as we wish, as If they were 
t'renchiueu." 
In my humble judgment the practice whicli nas 
existed for many years of licensing white traders, 
who lor the most part are of the most dissolute and 
unscrupulous order of humanity, Is uuwis>e m the 
extreme, for the reason that they exercise a most 
pernicious 
and controlling 
miluence over the 
savages. They sell mem, wlusKey, debaucli taeiir 
women, furnish Hostile tribes with arms and ammu- 
nition,' and ail their energies are exerlcd to perpetu- 
ate ihelr tramc, which would be so diminished as 10 
become unprintable U the Indiana had Used habita- 
tions and cultivated the soil. D'lourville wrote to 
the authorities in Paris m 1702:—"No Frenchman 
(t radersl should be allowed to rollow Indians ou 
their hunts, as it teuds to keep them burners, us is 
seen in Canada, and when they are in the woods 
they do not desiro to become Ulleis of the soil." A 
very powerful miluence baa, without doubt, been 
•wielded by Indian traders for many years past, but 
it has only been about forty years since Uelr claims 
against the Indians ror goods sold them have been 
recognized or provided for in treaties. 
Ou the 7th day of December, isaft, a conversation 
took place at Fort tinelllng between the command- 
lusr oillcer and tho Sioux agent (a very excellent and 
honest man, by the oy], which goes to show that 
tne traders were not without, influence in those days, 
speaking as to the probabilities of a new treaty 
being niiirtii Ihe agent SUM:—"I do not know bnD 
such a treaty might take place, it Is desirable ou 
tlie part of tlie traders of the American Fur {'0111- 


who for toe most part continued peaceable ana well 
Disposed. The condition of Indian affaira IB, how- 
ever, very oinerent now. . Bicu goW and silver 
mines have been discovered and developed within 
tue last two decades. Towns, Territories ana States 
have. like mushrooma, sprung np throughout our 
vasunouataia ranges, anatbe baniinjf V>naa»m 
me Indians have been encroached upon ana inter- 
sected in every direction by numerous roaaa lhat 
ore annually traversed by thousands of emigtanta, 
who fcm and disperse the buflalo and come into con- 
M nnal conflict witn the savages. Hence the Indiaus 
have learned to loot upon us as enemies who are 
crowding tucm on ail awes and depriving theni or 
their means ot subsistence, and war to the Knife has 
been the result. 
, 
, „ 
I do not tor a moment suppose that tae itinerant 
warlike propensities of the prairie tribes can at ooce 
be eradicated and a disposition for peaceful agricul- 
tural avocations substituted tnerelor. 
Their in- 
stincts, education and babrts of Me from tune im- 
memorial have beeu, in direct antanouistn to those 
of civilized peoples. Predatory warfare, with-KB 
concomitants of noree-stealiug, Kidnapping, -pillas- 
mg, assassination, scalping and other barbarities, 
instigated by their savage nature, and sanctioned 
and commended by then-moral code, aas been car- 
ried on for too manv generations to render it proba- 
ble that tbetwiifat once lay it aside and adopt o ur 
ideas and customs. It can scarcely be expected 
that tne s/mng men or the preseut eeneratlon wno 
rrom infancy have been taught to believe that war 
is the only honorable profession, and that the occu- 
pation 01 a farmer is degrading in the extreme* 
should ever be, prevailed upon to worK la. tae neia 
and become husbandmen. Oa the* contrary it is 
presumed that when their tribes are placed on 
reservations they will often steal away on. war 
or raiding 
expeditions in spite of 
all

indeed 
sucu 
has already been the cose with some of the Indians 
wno were located south of the ArKanaas. They nave 
committed depredations in Kansas, and this fact has 
been adducea by the enemies or the colonization 
scheme to prove the experiment a failure. Whereas, 
in my iuaszment, 'tma is nothing more tbaa what 
might have been expected, aad 1 believe that with 
the assistance and encouragement,it will be m the 
power or the government to afford these people, toe 
women and cnudrea, who are industrious and capa - 
bie of performing a great amount of labor, can be 
induced to worn in the lield, and alter two er three 
crops have been raised tney will perceive that their 
condition is so much improved that it does uot seem 
unreasonable to predict that the next generation of 
men will prefer the eersain and abundant products 
of agriculture to tne precarious and meagre results 
or the chase. 
The Prairie Indians, having recently relt the power 
or the government ana received a sound chastise- 
ment rrom Generals Sheridan and Coster, -will not 
be UKely to forget it soon, and the majority or them 
will probably be glad in future to remain upon their 
reservations. As a cnecK upon the lawless pro- 
pensities or refractory young warriors the chieis 
should be held responsible ror all the acts of their 
followers, and when any or them commie depreda- 
tions they saoufd be required to give up the perpe- 
rators to our authorities to be dealt with according 
o law. Many persons are fuhy impressed with the 
onest conviction tnat the frairie Indians cannot be 
ivuized, but this I believe to be ralla-cioua, as will 
e apparent from an experiment that was tried 
ome years since with the southern Comanches. 
It will be remembered that when the republic of 
IFexas was annexed to the Union the State was per- 
mitted to reserve the exclusive proprietary tenure 
ad coatroi over all the vacant domain within Her 
xtended boundaries. lo 18S3Tthe legislature of the 
tate appropriated a small fraction or this land in 
erpetuity lor the colonization and use or the In- 
«aas upoa her borders, autftorizinff the Omted 
states authorities to locate this land upon any cart 
r her' vacant territorv. In accordance therewith I 
was ordered, in 1864, to select and survey,tne reser- 
•ations, one or whicn was located on the Clear Fort 
.r ths Brazos Tlver, and was designed for two bands 
if the Southern Comanches, Known as "senaco's" 
and "Kelumaee's" band?, i he greater part of those 
ndians went upon the land, and au excellent agent 
Major Neighbors), who had their welfare at heart, 
was aopolnted to take charge or them. Farmers 
and mechanics, with all the cattle, agricultural im- 
plements and tools necessary lor instructing them 
n the mdirnents of husbandry, were liberally sup- 
plied by the government, and they were assured

Although the arrsnge- 
ment^?a«far from being satisfactory to the majority 
of tne. tribe, jet tuere iraa no .alternative bat to sub- 
mit, ana inej. went to wort improving tuetr new 
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the men worKed well, and under the teachings of tne 
farmers they made commendable prozress, so that 
m the course'ol tw/> yeais niey fenced and cultivated 
very respectable little farms and were in a fair way 
of speedily becoming aelf-sustaimng. 
Moreover, 
they seemed to be gradually acquiring an' attach- 
ment to their novel method of life, and eaconragmg 
Hopes were entertained that they would ultimately 
become civilized; but nnlormnately ror the success- 
ful consummation ot taa experiment, some ot those 
numerous outlaws ou the westetn borders of Texas 
happened to get their eyes upon the improvenieats, 
and bellevinE It an object to acquire possession or 
tnein. they levied a large force of their confederates, 
marched m the night to the reservation, and without 
lh.e_slish.tesJJii evocation or excuse made a sudden 


homes, not anticipating any further molestation; but 
to -their astontanmeui they were soon encroached 
upon here by tne wnite- pioneers ana were again 
foreed to remove to Minnesota under a new treaty. 
rnarew-rears another treaty was brousht about 
with them, and a third removal ensued to a different 
part of Minnesota, and similar causes operating 
there sborUy.aiterwards caused them to t>e tamoved 
to a reservation on the 'Upper Mioaourt, abos'3 rot<, 
Kanaail, where game was scarce and wnere the sou 
was so arid aud barren tttat but little grain,eould be 
cultivated, and it became necessary to subsist them 
irom day to day upon rations issued by the govern- 
ment; The. consequences waa that the Indians soon 
Became dissatisfied, andLrnanj of them deserted the 
reservation and scattered in small parties over the 
country searching for spots where theyconld colii- 
vate com and Una game. - 
. 
Tne course that has been pursued toward these 
Indians, and which may have been theresnlc of eir- 
cnmstances without the control ol the jfoyemment, 
has proved most disastrous to them, causins such a 
rapid diminution in their numbers that there is now 
only a miserable remnant of naif-starved beggars re- 
maining. Tue history of the Wmnebago.es presents 
a correct type to that of many other tribes which. 
Were once numerous and powerful, but wnich, rrom 
similar causes are now almost totally annihilated. 
The contrast between the present condition of the 
remnants of tribes that formerly lived In tae Eastern 
States and that of the Indians I nave alluded to west 
of Arkansas is most striKing. aad affords a Key to 
the solution or the troublesome question as to the 
wisest policy to be pursued toward tbe red man. 
• As I said berore, the insurmountable aimcuity we 
have heretofore encountered in carrying out tae 
colonizing policy has resulted Irom tae jact, that tne 
Indian reservations have been required, ror tne ex- 
tension or our white settlements, and the Indians 
have been forced to give way; but II a section- of 
country can be round where ihe white settlers would 
not be likely to intrude, and which possessed.the 
requisites that have been mentioned, that, it seems 
some, would be the place to locate tiie praine In- 
dians. On the 30th of September, 1830, a treaty was 
entered into with the Cnoctaw tribe, wherein the 
United States ceded to them all that vast tract or 
territory inemaea between tae Canadian and Red 
rivers, extending rrom the western-boundary of Ar- 
Kansas to the looth, meridian or west longi- 
tude, embracing 
an 
area 
or 
about 
zo.ouo 
sauare miles, ana- equal ia -extent to the 
lottoTarea ofthe States of Vermont, Massochnsetts 
Connecticut and Rhode.Island, and more »han a 
square mile lor each and, every man, woman and 
cnud in the Choctaw and Chlcsasaw nations. The 
Choctaws a few years since ceded to their neighbors, 
the Chlc6asawsv a portion or the southeastern part 
or their reservation, bat tnese two tribes oaly oe- 
capy the eastern borders ol tne traet, their sparsely 
populated district notfjiistenaing much beyond the 
ninety-sixth •mertdl»n&» longitude, thus leaving 
some 20,000 square miles'"or tjerritory which they 
have no use for, and which they have leased to the 
United States for the colonization or other tribes, 
and it is upon this tract that 3ur authorities have 
recently placed the Comanches, Kiowaa, Cheyenaes 
and Arapahoes. The tract embraces the-Washjta 
Mountain, range which is about rorty miles la length 
and intersected witn many rerttle,valleys, abounding 
lu excellent wood, Water and grass, uesidaa this 
there is a sreat extent or other desirable rarmmr 
lands, which are elevated ana gently undulating, m- 
ter«persed with prairie ano timbered lands, and boun- 
tifully supplied with streams or pure spring water. 
The soil here is exceedingly rich and productive, and 
everywhere covered with, a heavy coating or rich. 
nutritious grass, admirably adapted to stock raising 
and the cuisore or cereais. Tne climate Is highly 
salubrious and eminently calculated to promote the 
health, of laborers.

The original Choctaw reservation embraced nearly- 
all the arable lands lying between, the Red and Cana- 
dian rivers.

Those that succeeded 
in raaKin" their escape waudcred otnuto the Plains 
with the firm conrictioo that the entire white rase 
was treacherous and inimical toward them, and as 
a necessity they resumed their nomadic life and 
commenced a retaliatory war upon our people, so 
that the eoloulziuz scheme had to be abandoned 
with them. 1 underatool that their lands and im- 
provements were seized by the filibusters, and, for 
auflit I know, they may still have nossesslon of 
them. Afajor Neighbors, who unhesitatingly gave 
expression to Ins opinion regarding the turpitude ol 
the proceedings, was a short time afterwaraa Inhu- 
manly murdered by ono of the cowardly gang, who 
shot iilm in the back, but was, ol course, never pun- 
ished for it. 
Where the Indians have been allowed to occupy 
their lands permanently, as In the cases ol the Choc- 
taws Chlcuasaws, Cherokees and creeks, the moat 
satisfactory results have been obtained. 
These

authorities 
and the missionaries, have gradually cast on" the 
habits of the hunter aud adopted those of the agri- 
culturist, BO that now we lind them occupying 
comfortable habitations, aud possessing well tilled 
grain nelda, with horses, cattle, sheep aud hogs, 
more than sufficient to supply all then" necessities. 
They also have churches and schools, that are well 
attended, and they have adopted a form of govern- 
ment similar to that of tue (jutted States. 
They elect their presidents or chiefs periodically, 
hold their legislative and court sessions as regularly 
as with us, and previous to the rebellion were emi- 
nently prosperous and increasing in uumoeis. In- 
deed, their cendltioii, both politically and socially, 
would bear ravorable comparison with that of the 
white settlers upon the Uoideid of Texas aud Arkan- 
sas mul laws wuic mm-e respected uua better en- 
forced among these people than .they were among 
ihuir white neighbors. 
These gratifying results 
have been mainly brought about, as I remarked be- 
ore, through Hie agjucy of a lew zealous aud good 
lien who have labored falthluily among the Indians 
or many years, and taught them, besides agncul- 
ure and the arts, to reverence the principles lucut- 
..ated by our holy religion. Koine of them are edu- 
cated aud accomplished men and wealthy planteis, 
aud a few of them arc ministers of the gospel. 
I nave mentioned these facts somewhat m detail, 
n order to show the rallacy of the opinion euter- 
amed by many that the ivild Indian Is mc.ipable or 
being civilized. The time must soon come when 
game will rail to afford aul-slstcnce to the nomadic 
'rlbesof Indians, and, as they have no knowledge ot 
agriculture, they will soon be. unless tne govern- 
ment provides for them, forced' to the altaraiiuve ol 
depredating upon the border white settlements or 
dyinir ol starvation. The government will soon be 
driven to the necessity either ol maKtug continual 
warfare upon them until they are exterminated, 
ceding Uicm perpetually or ol placing them upon 
reservations and leaching them to till the soil, and 
thus la time uuauiiua mem to become s\ilC-=,uataiu-

f""ilia disposal of these people in such a manner as

Hence 
you will perceive tnat Indtanslocateaupouthls tract 
will be removed irom continuity with the border 
white settlements, away from the great overland 
tuorougttiares, and with an intermediate connecting 
link OT civilized Indians who are friendly to bottt 
races, and whose prosperous condition and example 
would doubtless have a good inilueuce upon the 
wild tribes, exhibiting moat clearly to them the 
great benefits to be derived from husbandry and the 
culture 01 the arts of civilization. 
Uuiil the Indians are taught the rudimeats of 
agriculture they will, of cour=e, have to be subsisted 
by the United btates; but in the section of country 
under consideration corn and beef are cheap, and 
wlien it canuot be procured from the civilized 
Indians It cau be had at low rates lu Arkansas and 
Tcsas, and transported during the high stages of 
water up Red river to near the reservation. 
In conclusion i rcmarlc that, lu my humble judg- 
ment the Si stem of Indian atfaira as recently In- 
augurated by the government will, if earned out and 
perpetuated la tlie same benevolent, spirit mac it was 
conceived, result in more lasting beuelits to the red 
Di'*n than anything that has ever before been done 
lor tlieui, aud 1 believe taat the appointment of 
agents from the philanthropic disciples or William 
I'euu, who, ever since the drat treaty with the 
Indians at Philadelphia, have maintained the kind- 
est disposition towaiils tueia, will prove eminently 
wise.

keen an upDreeiation of right and wrong as 
any other people, and they understand periectly 
well that they have oiteu beeu Ueirauded by dishon- 
est agents, aad this knowledge has contributed inure 
thau all other causes combined to destroy tnulr cou- 
lidence in our authorities, as well as to Incite them 
to hostilities: and if tue "Frleuds" pursue ineir 
usual Wit and honorable course In their dealiuzs 
with the Indians it will doubtless tend greatly 
towards the restoration of cuiiUuence, narmouy and 
good leuliuz.

The National Bunk Organization—Prepara- 


tion fop th& Comics Conflict. 


A movement of significant importance to 


lie general Interests of the counhy and preg- 
nant with results of an enonomioal and political 
haraeter to tbe entire community has been 
;onsummated in this city during the past week. 
?or the last six years efforts have been made 
>y skilful aud-jTOsigning men to organize a 
general association of the national banks of 
he country for the purpose of enabling these 
institutions to act as a unit in matters of com- 
mon concern to them. During the past week 
his aim has been attained through a conven- 
tion, held at the St. Nicholas Hotel, at which 
"elegates from national banks in nearly every, 
itate in the Union were present, and the aaso- 
iattori is now organized and in full operation 
or good or for evil. It assumes to be a vol- 
untary organization, but it will be readily seen 
>y every practical man that, as soon as any 
Considerable number of banks begin to act 
ogether as a unit, the other banks must come 
nto the organization and obey its behests, or 
5e ruled out as "rats" that are not to be per- 
mitted to participate in the business and ex- 
hanges of the country. 


Very few figures will suffice to show what a 


'ower this organization will possess in the 
and for political or other purposes. Aecord- 
ng to the report of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
eucy presented to Congress at the opening 
>f the last winter session fh^ fc^"^- "^^^^^^^^ 
national banks aT'th"at""da?e'wa9'"l",G29. The 
amount of loans reported by them was a frac- 
ioa over 83,351,000,000. 
This sum was dia- 


ributed in 1,755,283 distinct loans, and if we 
uppose that only two persons on the. average 
were interested in each loan we find that an 
aggregate of 3,500,000 persons arc afiected.by 
he policy of the banks. 
Many of these loans 


•ere no doubt made to parties who were already 
orrowers, and the number is fictitiously great; 
ut, on the other hand, as the policy of the 
anking interest affects many persons who 
0 not appear as borrowers on their books, 
re may safely assume that three and a 
narter millions of men, filling the most active 
ircles of trade and manufacture, are bound, 
or weal or for woe, by the pocket nerve to 
he car of the National Banking Association. 
To this element of power we must add the 
iignificant fact that every Senator and Repre- 
lentative in Congress^ in fact Or in aspiration, 
is probably either a stockholder or director in 
ome one of these banking associations. 


With this practical exhibit of the power the 


organization will possess we may now look at 
ts professed motives of action. Mr. E. G. 
Spauldi'ig, of Buffalo, in his opening address 
as chairman of the contention, after duly 
praising our national banking system as the 
•est ever devised by human wisdom and stat- 
ng that it is so interwoven with the business 
nteresta of the country as to form "a commu- 
nity of interests between the banks, the gov- 
Tnment and the people," proceeded to say:— 
The object of this convention la to rnalve a new 
irgamzation winch will am In perfecting tlie system 
.nil as far as possible accomplish tue b-iietioial par- 
loaos intended by tueir organization, namely, 
ouud arid well managed business tanks and a 
Tompt redemption of their currency in gold and sli- 
er. It 19 very obvious that tlie country must pass 
hroupli an important crisis before we reach Rpecie 
nyincnts and that there must be mutual aid and 
o-operalion by all parties in accumullahlne that 
esult. * * * But when will specie pavmeuta be 
esutned ? This Is a difficult question to answer. II 
o Supreme court saould decide the legal tender 
ause unconstitutional In rendering judgment upon 
ho Kentucky case, which has boea arjjued and sub- 
mitted, it would compel a return to specie payments 
at an early tl.iy. But if no such decision i=t made it 
is very uncertain when resumption will take place. 


Expressed in shorter and plainer terms, the 


.cknowledged object of this banking associa- 
ion is to save themselves during the coming 
onvulsions that will attend the transit of the 
ountry from a paper to a specie currency. 
11 history shows that when groat financial 
hanges occur the banks are the fir.it to take 
ie alarm and to protect their own iatorest by 
ressing their customers to the wall. That wo 
re approaching a period of great financial 
aanges no sane man doubts, but what events 


wrirhasten or delay their development is one 


f the secrets of the future. Mr. Spauldiag 
vidently thinks that the decision of the 
upremo Court in the Kentucky case, which 
as already been argued and submitted, may 
'ring them about at an early day. Al! human 
ecisions, not excepting evon those of the 
liipreme Court, arc more or less influenced by 
l>u emergencies of the hour, and principles bow 
>efore the needs of every community. Does 
1 perhaps occur in this connection to Mr. 
ipanlding that a president representing sixteen 
Kindred organized national banks might be 
istened to by a Supreme Court ? 
The fact is we are approaching a great 


financial and political convulsion, in which the 
old stormy discussions of the Jackson and Bid- 
die period are to be repeated; when the arti- 
ficial contrivances and schemes of the bank 
managers to plunder the merchants and the 
people will be laid bare; when the political 
corruption that now feeds on banking and rail- 
road jobs, legislative concessions, land grants, 
tax levies and the innumerable paraphernalia 
of legislative halls and lobbies will be brought 
to account, and whoever shall be found to 
blame for any portion of the now growing evils 
will ba assailed and swept away with all their 
proud franchises and privileges. As for the 
national banks, they already are obnoxious to 
much just complaint. 
The extraordinary con- 


cessions by whieh'the government pays them 
eighteen mflliona of dollars a year in gold with- 
out service to the country of any character; 
thejr schemes by which periods of artificial 
stringency 
and relaxation in the money 


market are produced for their own. profit; 
the facilities and stimulus they afford to mid- 
dlemen in every branch of trade to monopolize 
and carry products, for the purpose of fore- 
stalling consumption and keeping up prices, 
and their thousand and one contrivances to 
make the rich richer aud the poor poorer, are 
working a steady change in the public mind 
against the present banking system. The new 
banking organization is for offensive and defen- 
sive purposes, and wfll play an important part 
in the future political struggles of the country. 
Business is king, and the national banks aim to- 
be the regent of the land.

Those who have interests at 


stoke in the commercial channels of the coun- 
try contemplate it hopefully, while those 
whose welfare is conn< sted with the landed 
and labor interests look at- it doubtfully and 
suspiciously because they know not how the 
impending and inevitable change will affect 
them. 


No sensible man—no, not even a sensible, 


thoughtful Mexican—believes that order can 
be established permanently in Mexico with- 
out the interposition or aid of some other na-. 
tion more powerful and more advanced in civ- 
ilization, and there is no nation that can inter- 
pose or give a helping hand but the United 
States. Aa V> the development of the won- 
derful natural resources of that country aod 
its progress in wealth aod population, the Mex- 
icans can do nothing themselves. Decay Is 
seen everywhere. Though one of the richest 
and most beautiful countries in the world, a 
moral, political and material blight rests upon 
it, from which there is no recovery but by the 
infusion of new social, political and industrial 
elements. The day of either Spanish or na- 
tive power has passed. Neither cauhold Mex- 
ico up to the progressive spirit of the age or 
even to her present position. 
Under purely 


native Indian rule or that of the mixed races 
she must decline. The spasmodic efforts made 
under the government of the Indian Chief, 
Juarez, to 
preserve Mexico are credit- 


able 
enough, 
but 
nothing 
has • been 


accomplished in the way of harmony or pro- 
gress, nor could that governmeut itself have 
>reserved its existence but for the United 
States. The Mexicans may struggle against 
heir fate and talk, as they are accustomed to 
alk, bombastically of their own powers of re-

.ntegtlty, but their decay is beyond remedy, 
and they have to follow the fate of many 
greater nations in history in this inevitable 
dissolution.

The new elements 


would revolutionize in a peaceful manner old 
decaying Mexico, and we should have a new 
slato of things, which would be far better than 
this humbug of a mere sentiment about pre- 
serving the autonomy of the nation. The only 
aope for Mexico is ia admission to the Ameri- 
can Union, and the sooner her people find that 
out the better. 
That is the only autonomy 


worth talking about or that is practicable on 
this North American Continen t. 


What Mexico needs is an insight to the 


micuner in which this is to be attained, and a 
short viow of its practical working after the 
step is taken. Tlie problem of the manner 
must be worked out ia Washington and con- 
stitutes the great policy which is to succeed 
the Monroe doctrine on this Continent. Tlie 
resolution of General Banks, offered during the 
recent session of Congress, for the extension 
of a protectorate over St. Domingo, had a 
leaning iu the right direction, but was inade- 
quate to the great work before us. 
What ia 


wanted is a clear and distinct enunciation of 
the fact that any of the republics south of us 
which desire to come into the American Union 
on equal terms with the existing members will 
meet a favorable consideration in Washington, 
with the assurance that their local and munici- 
pal legislation will not be disturbed and that 
all private rights will be respected.

cent amendments to our constitution make this 
step feasible to the republics south of us, and 
one successful example is jajl that is required 
to carry our boundary, without purchase or 
conquest, to the Isthmus of Darien.

The (Talon Pnclflo Railroad. 


Tlie report of Commissioner Moms to Presi 


dent Grant on the unaccepted portions of the 
Union Pacific Railroad contains statements 
and suggestions which are both curiously inte- 
resting and seriously important to the public. 
Not being satisfied that he could, without a 
violation of duty, sign the reports prepared in 
advance by officers of the road for the signa- 
tures of the Commissioners, Mr. Morris has 
made the requisite examination himself and 
drawn up a report of his own. According to 
the best of his knowledge and belief this disin- 
terested witness testifies that the government 
has made a bad enough bargain with the rail- 
road companies. 
He would not, however, 


have this bargain repudiated. Only he feels 
bound to insist that government should at 
least protect its interests by availing itself of 
all its reserved rights and requiring a rigid 
compliance on the part of the companies with 
their engagements before anything more is 
paid or the lands are patented. After having 
shown what an anormuus amount the people 
have been compelled to contribute for the con- 
struction of a road, over which' they in return 
are to get only the right of passing by paying 
for it, Mr. Morris is certainly justified in his 
demand that the people shall be entitled to 
have a first class road in all respects, on which 
they may be assured against danger to life and 
limb. He rightfully claims also that unusual 
care should be taken in operating as well as in 
constructing it; "for if a serious calamity 
should happen to a passenger train it would be 
almost impossible to obtain medical 
aid 


and proper 
shelter 
for 
the 
wounded, 


so sparsely is the conntry settled." He 
may 
well 
say 
that 
what 
is 
called 


in this country the enterprise of capital and 
its investment for the public good "may be a 
misnomer," in view of the startling balance of 
accounts which he presents. He thus reca- 
pitulates the items of indebtedness oa the part 
of ths railroad companies to the people :—The 
companies have the bonds, $108,231,744; the 
benefit of $3,334,962 in trust paid for them by 
the government; the capital stock, amounting 
to $100,000,000; the lands, $60,47T,OS6, pro- 
ceeds of 23,492,352 acres, and own the road 
and all the property connected with it besides. 
On the other hand, the people are iiulebted to 
the railroad companies for the privilege of 
riding over the roads by paying for it. 


Mr. Morris contends that in consequence of 


the unfortunate consent of the government to 
the request of tbe railroad companies that, 
contrary to the original provisions of the char- 
ter making the government bonds a first lien 
tipon the road, these bonds should be made a 
second lien; that they should be allowed to 
issue mortgage bonds in amount equal to the 
government bonds; that these mortgage boads, 
issued by themselves, should be the first lien, 
and that other additional advantages should be 
granted—the result must be a sale of the road 
under the mortgage bonds of the companies, 
and at heavy loss to the United States govern- 
meut. He declares, moreover, that the road 
is not completed, nor anything like it, and the. 
power is yet in Congress to protect govern- 
ment by restoring the government bonds to a 
first lien, as they stood in the original charter, 
and making the mortgage bonds a second 
instead of a first Iren,. Certainly, if it be not 
too late to prevent the people and the gof ern- 
ment from being robbed on a graad scale, in 
order to make a few individuals millioonaires, 
Ofmtrrass should prevent it promptly and 
effectually. 
The Pacific Railroad, whtctrmlght 


be a national glory, should not be suffered to 
become a national disgrace.

General tract's Administration. 


The country papers are still discussing tho 


question whether General Grant's administra- 
tion thus far has been a success or a failure. 
The Brockport Republic, one of the most re- 
spectable republican organs in the western 
part of this State, remarks' that "General 
Grant evidently made a mistake in accepting 
a present while his name was before the pub- 
lic aa a candidate for a high office. 
When he 


accepted the gift of a house he put, himself 
under obligations lo the donors. When at the 
latter period some of those donors are re- 
warded with high and profitable offices 
it 


becomeu a very difficult if uot impossible task 
lo satisfy the public that the-y are not bestowed 
in consideration of the gift. 
However honest 


General Grant may bo regarding the matter 
his acceptance of a present from certain per- 
sons,- and then bestowing offices on those per- 
sons, leaves him open to a charge prejudicial 
to his good name." Added to this is a charge 
Of ingratitude against General Grant for his 
neglect of some of his earliest and warmest 
political friends. But, adds the Republic, "as 
a whole General Grant's administration is thus 
far a great success." It is gratifying to learn 
this fact after the recapitulation of so many of 
the General's shortcomings. It is not unlike 
garroiing a man and then expressing contrition 
for the act in a court of justice. We look in 
vain among our country exchanges for the 
utterance of any sentiment showing a warm 
and unconditional support of the administra- 
tion of General Grant. So far as can be judged 
from the expression of public opinion thus far, 
Grant's personal popularity prevails chiefly 
among office-holders and hostlers.

tlio Allies for HU Surrender—He Decline* 
to Conplr—b WUUwr to Trent for Fence 
on Teruu of Bqaality.

The following is .tne' answer of President Lopez 
the summo ns by the allies to surrounder:—-

The Marshal President of the republic of Paragua y 
might well hold himself excused from giving a writ- 
en reply to your excellencies, the ceaerals-ln-cnter 
f the allied armies engaged in war with the nation 
ver which he presides, because of the tone ana 
anguage, nuuBual and inconsistent with .the honor 
f a soldier and the dignity of the Chief Magistrate, 
wltti which your excellencies nave takett occasion 
o convey to me the intimation to lay down my arms 
within tne space of twelve hoars in order to ter- 
minate so prolonged a straggle, threatening 
o throw 
upon my head 
the 
blood which 
been alreadv 
spilled 
and 
which 
haa 
yet 
o now if" I do not consent to the lay- 
us down 
of arms, and 
holding 
me 
re- 
esponsibie in person-before my country, the nations 
•hich your excellencies represent and the civilized 
•orld. Nevertheless 1 choose to Impose upon mrseif 
ihts duty, rendering thus a. tribute to that same 
lood ao stenerously poured out as well by my pao- 
le as oy those with whom they fight, as also to the 
entlment of religion, humanity and civilization, 
'Met your excellencies invoke la your demand. 
hese same sentiments are-precisely those which ta- 
nenced me more than two years since to rise above 
all the official discourtesy with which the elected 
•uler of my country has been treated m the war. I 
ought then at Gataltycora, In a conference with his 
Excellency the Geueral-ln-Chief of the allied armies 
nd President of'the Argentina republic, Brigadier 
General Don. Bartolemi -Mitre, the reconciliation of 
he four sovereign States of South America, which 
lad already beeon to destroy themselves in a notable 
manner, and yet my initiative and most earnest 
srort met with no other reply than disregard 
and silence upon the part of the allied .gov- 
rnments and 
new and 
sanguinary 
battles 
upon the part of their armed representatives, 
as your excellencies can bear witness, since then 
have seen more clearly the tendency of the war of 
he allies against the existence of tne republic of 
'aragnay, and, deploring the blood which has been 
hea in so many years of strife, I was silent, and, 
ilacing the fate of my country and her generous 
ons in the hands or the God of nations, [ fought her 
nemies with the loyalty and "earnestness i have 
hown, and I am still ready to continue fighting 
antil the same God and our arms decide the definite 
ate of the cause. 
Your excellencies are good enough to advisa me 
the- knowledge which you possess of the re- 
onrces which I can actually command, •believing 
hat I also am aware or the numerical force of the 
allied armies and of their resources every day in- 
creasing. I have no such information, bat 1 have 
he experience of four years, during which this nu- 
merical force and those resources nave never pre- 
•aued against tne self-denial aad courage of the 
'araguayan soldier, who flghts with the resolution 
f an honorable citizen and a Christian man, that a 
narrow grave may open for him in his countrybe- 
ore he will see her m any manner humiliated. 
roar excellencies uave had the goodness to re- 
mind me that the olooa ponreft out art Horora and 
Abay should have decided me to avoid the b oocuhed 
of the 21st of the current mouth; but yoar excellen- 
cies forgot, without doubt, that these same actions 
have demonstrated in advance how certain is the 
dependence which I place on tae self-denial of my 
compatriots, and tBat each drop of blood which falls 
to the earth is a new obligation to those -who sur- 
Vlvs; and before such an example can my poor head 
be affrighted by the threat so very tmeblvalroua 
permit me to call it so) which your excellencies 
lave deemed it your duty to convey to me ? 
Tour excellencies have no right to accuse me 
before the republic of Paraguay, my country, 
because r have defended her. I do defend her and 
will yet defend her. Sue has imposed upon me this 
duty, and it is my glory to fulfil it to the last ex- 
tremity: and for the rest, leaving my deeds to his- 
ory, jl uave to account only to my God; and if it be 
that blood must still oe shed, Be will take note o[ it 
and of where the respousioiiity rests. I, for my 
part, am still disposed to treat for the termination of 
ide war upon bases equally honorable to all the bel- 
igerents; but I am not disposed to hear one word 
as to the laying down of mv arms, called for by your 
excellence, in order to treat for peace. 
Thus, in my turn, t belie* e I comply with my Im- 
perative duty to religion, humanity aad civilization 
>a the one hand, and with that which I owe to the 
nnaolmons cry which I hare just heard from my 
friends, chiefs, otilcera and troops, to whom I have 
communicated the demand of youc excellencies, 
md with that which I owe to my own name and 
lonor. 
I ask your excellencies to excuse my not quoting 
the date and hour of your notification, inasmuch as 
it bore none, and was received in my lines at half- 
past seven this morning.

Everybody lounging around the Battery, 
he South ferry or the barge office seemed to feel an 
jrresistible impulse to get abroad on the water to set 
le fresh breezes from the broad Atlantic and get 
he luxury at a cheap rate. Staten Island recurred 
o everybody's fancy as being exactly the place to 
peua a day without mnch trouble or expense.- 
'herefore, it was that these ferryboats were thronged 
nd tuat Staten Island was overrun with explorers, 
'he ten o'clock boat brought down a larga picnic 
ixcurslon party, which disembarked at the Brat 
andmg and started for Silver LaEe, about one mire 
nd a half inland. No carnages or omnibuses were 
aoployed, and the party, without a solitary exeep- 
ion, made the journey on foot. The sun, However, 
was considerably obscured, and. no very (treat fa- 
igne was felt by the pedestrian party in their pa- i 
lent journey up and down hill to the borders of the 
ovely lake called Silver. Thera is no spot on Staten 
sland one-naif BO beautiful 
as" this—perhaps 
here is nothing in the whole of this large 
State of New York eqnal 
to it la rural 
utraction, • and yet, singular to say, it is left 
o onr German fellow citizens to find out, appreci- 
ate and enjoy this gem. oC nature's loveliness. Tne 
oad to Silver Lake might be rendered vastly more 
attractive by the addition of a trotlolr or sidewalk. 
The middle of the road In warm weather is not the 
most mvutng path of progress in the world. But 
ne lalte itseic amply compensates for a'.l the little 
attendant hardships of the journey. Yesterday af- 
ernoon over.200 gayly dressed people occupied Its 
lorder m groups of Irom two to twenty, lauahmg, 
haiting, eating, drinking aad going througa all the 
various moods and manners that indicate u state of 
ilgh social enjoyment. The moat melancholy occur- 
rence that happened in a long tune iu a party 01 gay 
and festive excursionists, such as lounged and 
ingered on the emerald borders of ihe take, 
was the rain storm, which at a quarter past 
our o'clocic suddenly burst 
upon the world, 
tobody seemed to be thinking of this plunous 
visitation, and certainly no provision1 was made 
against its damaging effects. Down it swooped like 
an eagle on its prey—quick, sudden, sharp, remorse- 
ess. A hundred girls, dressed in )ight lawn aad shod 
with paper soles or something vei-y nearly as frail, 
went down, so to sneak, under the territtle deluge. 
iliey wiltod like crocus petals under a tropical sun. 
"here was no shelter anywhere exoapt such delusive 
protection as the burdened foliage of the adjacent

One hour's fierce and Incessant

The manner in which Cuve is made 
to marry Ratals quite abrupt and inartistic, ana her 
death is so sudden and unexpected that it seems to 
have been brought about for no other purpose than 
to enable Ciive to marry Elinor, Besides, aa we 
have remarked before, there is no unity in the work.

volume of Foster's biography of Walter Savage Lan- 
dor will doubtless insure for the work a larger circu- 
lation than it would aave had if It haa been published 
ia separate books. In the United Stares Landor Has 
many admirers, perhaps more than in England, and 
to them a complete mstory of his life will be pecu- 
liarly welcome. Mr. Foster has done his worK tho- 
roughly. Every event in tne career of the au.tb.or of 
"Gebir"' ia narrated in a. plain, simple style, which 
adds greatly to the interest of the book. Of course, 
as the itieud of the poet, it was natural tnat tlie 
Diosrraphj should be laudatory, and in this respect it 
13 scarcely so impartial as it might have been made 
by a less interested biographer. Whatever estimate 
posterity may place upon tlie abilities of Landor it 
if ill never give him a flrst rank m literature. Bis 
\eryeccentrieitiesof temper, which to many per- 
sons accompany the highest order ot genius, were a 
check, and no alight one, to hia intellectual powers. 
But, although we do not believe that Lsndor will 
rank in tae literary world with tlie Byrons, Scotts 
and Macaulays of nis day, it la noae the less trne 
that, to use air.

Happy Is 
the man who can forget the worrymenta of life 
for a day; wlio can give up-all thought of annoy- 
auccs of tlie past and tlie prospect of others to 
come; who can listen to the warblinga of tbe 
J eaihercd songsters or the grove, the rustling of the 
leaves, the roar or the waters upon tne beach, the 
laughter of happy childhood, without thinking o 
the unpleasant things of life; or, in other words, who 
can fling all sorrow to the winds and enjoy a holiday 
in the country m a rational manner. Such were my 
thoughts to-day, one of the warmest, most sultry 
ana unpleasant days or the season; and when I 
learoed that_tne HERALD was desirous of knowing 
something of how "the season" was progressing at 
Long Branch, and that I was to be the lucky one de- 
tailed to find out, I threw my hat in air, exclaiming, 
••That's jolly," and rushed off to mate all'ready for 
the torty-eight hours of duty and pleasure combined; 
and wnen fonr P. M. came the fleck of the steamer 
Magcuia had the honor of sustaining my weight— 
one by no means to be despised. 


TO tONO BBASCIT, 


by tne soa shore line, is a delightful trip of a little 
over two hoars. Our steamer naa no sooner backed 
ont irom the docfe than • •we had the benefit of tile 
light souther!.)' wind blowing, and from a disagree- 
bie neat we changed in an instant, almost, to a most 
refreshing temperature. 
True, the day did not 


promise well; a fog, of greater or less density, had 
sh-.it in, rendering objects at a short distance even 
very obscure. Passing the Narrows it was very thict, 
and it only lifted partially between thereLjand the 
point of the HooS, JKow" all this was unpleasant; 
lor to me there is. nothing more beautiful or inter- 
esting than the panorama of the bay of New Yorlc 
on u tine, clear day in'the summer season. I never 
fail to enjoy it, and was disappointed that tae view 
should be so entirely obscured. 
1 was an entire stranger on board; no familiar 
face greeted me; no one with extended hand rushed 
irp ana said, "Halloo, old boy, how- are you p Going to 
the liranch:"' So; 1 was alone, and whenl consider 
the maner calmly I don't know but that is the best 
condition for a newsijap'er man to' be in, espesially 
•when travelling on duty; he has no right to devote 
himself to any particular object; no bright eye or 
rosy chaek should claim his undivided attention; no 
boon companion should keep him nestled close to 
the bar. No; tne whole belongs to him, and his eye 
should be directed to the mass rather than trying to 
catch a dance from some particular fair one, witn 
whom, a flntation would not be the most disagreeable 
tiling on earth.

Of the other sex we have the careful and attentive 
mother, the staid maiden lady, the lady 'with her 
snow white,poodle, the brilliant young lady, who, 
Knowing her attractions, demands the homage of tbe 
sterner sex; the blushing maiden of-sweet sixteen, 
and her younger sister or say twelve summers, who,. 
although in very short dresses, is ready, for tne at- 
tentions ol tne first specimen of- our fast American 
bojs that may cross her path. I cannot refrain 
from mentioning one of the sweet sixteen order 
that I noticed particularly. 
She was as "pretty as

morrow. But I'm off the track, if a not, my province 
to think of such things. 


The eight mile ride by rail along the beach is de- 
lightful. Yon breathe a pure atmosphere, you al- 
taost taste the salt of Old 0<-ean, and sou feel ready 
for anvthmg. Away off seaward are the white sails 
of the inward ana outward bound merchantmen, the 
Saturday steamer, bound South, and strung along 
as far as the eye can reach; here and there a pilot 
boat can be Been, and the whole view, on and off 
chore, Is lovely, made more BO, nerhaps, because vou 
are on a pleasure trip and bound to make deformity 
appear perfection almost for the time being. At the 
depot at last, and in a fe\v ^minutes more away we 
go along the cltir or beach road towards our hotel, 
jae yet there is no crowd at the station (rather too 
early In the season for that, but enough Jor com- 
fort.); our drive is pleasant; hotel after hotel Is 
passed, caeli receiving a portion of the passen- 
gers, then a load is dropped at a cottage; 
you meet many fine turnouts on the road, but noth- 
ing like what will be seen two weeics hence. Groups 
ol persons are seated In the summer houses, but as 
yet they are few and for between, and as you draw 
rein at the door of tho hotel It is easily to be seen 
that there will be no trouble lu securing a room. 


THE COMINO SEASON 
bids fair to be a most brilliant one. All the choice 
and many of the Inferior rooms at the best hotels 
are already engaged, and from what I can learn 
there la LO more hotel accommodation than will be 
required. At present but few persons are here— 
hardly enough to make a respectable appearance. 
They are the sensible neople, however, who take 
time by the forelock; come-early and feel at home 
before the rush continences. The few even appear 
to 
be enjoying themselves. 
A croquet party 
on tiie lawn and several panics out driving 
this afternoon, and social groups about the porch 
or In the drawing room thla evening, gave evidence 
of quiet enjoyment. This la what I like. The crowd, 
the contusion, tlie rush, the dress three times or 
ortener a day, has no charms for me, except as a 
mere looker-on. There are no hopd as yet; no prom- 
enades or stealing oir for a sly ilirtatiou In the sum- 
mer houses afler the aaru work of a galop. 1 have 
not noticed even the first attempt at a uirtation, and 
when one or these can't-be witnessed on a iraturaay 
evening at Long Branch, why It is evident that tho 
season has not fairly commenced; that the main 
stay of watering places has not yet made Its appear- 
ance here. At thin house there are now, i suppose 
about ion persons, and by this tune next week the 
number will be probably five times that, (iiute a 
number ol i'lihadeiphmns are here, ami that inland 
city will be well represented during tlie summer.

Review of tbe Political Situation In Virginia— 


Platform of tbe Gubernatorial Candidates— 
The Tickets—Tbe Congressional Canvamt—

lite present contest in Virginia la one of tfie mosi 


complicated on record. It is totally unlike any poli- 
tical canvass that ever before occurred, and even tlie 
other reconstructed states of tbe South do not fur- 
nish a similitude of that wliieli DOW excites 
and arouses the masses from the mountains 
to 
the 
seaboard. 
Former 
campaigns were 


merely 
contests 
between, "the whig 
aud 


democratic parties, the result making but little 
difference to the bod; politic. The issues are now 
narrowed down to tlie polities! life or deatft of tlie 
white or black race. It is cot a question whether 
the State shall be governed by all classes of the peo- 
ple, but which shall be the governing race. The 
walkerires are not, however, so prescriptive as tie 
Wellsites. The former, composed' of the whites of 
the State generally, favor the Underwood constitu- 
tion expurgated, on the ground that; if tuat instru- 
ment is defeated, Wells "would be continued in His 
present position, armed with power to narass aud 
oppress them; or if this were not a result the 
whole instrument itself. In all Us nideonsness, 
would be forced upon them by Congress, ana Wells 
possibly as Governor. Alabama is a lesson not to be 
forgotten. Expurgated, the constitution is devoid 
of nearly all its prescriptive features of the whites, 
while it guarantees to the negro every possible right 
the whites ever did enjoy. Such is the position ef 
the whites. On the other hand, the blacks, headed 
by Wells and one or two others, favor the constitu- 
tion in us entire shape—prescriptive features aud 
all; they -want ninety per cent of the whites dis- 
franchised, ana the whole native race disqualified 
from holding office. This is actually the case, not- 
withstanding that even President Grant favors the 
constitution expurgated. If any doubt can be en- 
tertained of this fact the following are copies of the 
tickets of both parties:—

Here lies the great difference between the two 
parties, or, rather, races: .The one ol intelligence is 
allowed by his leaders to esercise his judgment and

•against" tne^poscriptive features. . The ignorant 
bnt well-trained black, to do the binding of his nias- 
er, simply deposits the ballot placed in his hands 
>y those whom he knows a-re authorized to deliver 
t tahlm, and, despite efforts to produce harmony 
>etween the races, the unfortunate blacks are urged 
;o their own destruction by unprincipled and adven- 
urous 
carpet-baggers. 
Walker 
"flatly 
tells 
lie negroes he intends to protect and defend 
:heir rights 
the 
same 
as 
those 
of 
the 
vhite 
man; but 
"Wells 
does 
not 
tell 
hem ttie same thing. His doctrine is that tliev 
must be placed in supremacy to the whites, thai; 
hey must be the law-making and governing power, 
and, in short, it must now be " bottom rail on top." 
This comprises the gist of the speeches made by the 
gubernatorial candidates, and it is easy to judge 
which, if successful, can make Virginia prosperous 
and happy. As an instance of fhe result of this, the 
negroes in this city nave nominated for the Senate 
ina House of Representatives a ticket composed of 
onr carpet'baegers and. seven negroes. 
A curious feature in the campaign is that the 
whites have but few candidates in the field, for Con- 
gress.

2. A-il vessels'from ports where yellow fever, ctio-

S. All vessels which have haa yellow fever, clio- 
era or other contagious or inicctious diseases on 
board during the passage, or after the arrival at 
quarantine, shall be quarantined for tlie period of 
ilteen days alter the termination of the last case 
and thoroughly fumigated.

Tli la was soon found, to be true 
or the "mysterious as-cnt" had vlalted, In a very un- 
ceremonious way, the residence of Mr. Francis Jinks 
who lives on the northwest border of the town.' 
I'he features of the phenomenon we're m some re- 
pecta very remarkable. 1. It seems to have been

A second peculiarity was 
he eUtects upon the sround in the vicinity of the 
ousc. The soil near the suiface was lurro\vod in 
our zigzag lines nearly at right angles to each 
ther, and all converging towards the lightning.rod 
vhich stands at ttie western end of the house 
hese rurrowavwere upheaved very much 53 if a 
arge mole had plonghedvhls tortuons path beneath 
he soli, coming near enougft to the surface in some 
>arta to throw the clay entirely out on both sides of 
is open track. Two of the furrows seem to 
avo commenced at least 
twenty feet 
from 
ne base of the rod on opposite sides, ana to have 
uu in lines nearly parallel with the end ot 
ho house, while a third one met them, coming a 
latauce of flftceu feet and varying a little from a 
erpendicalar to the general line or (the nr-jt two. 
'heae three seem to have taken their harmless 
light througn the rod. The fourth, however, whtcn 
id its origin on tha opposite ond or the house and 
aoro than thirty feet from the rod, behaved in a 
riuch more singular manner—in fact it appears to 
iave acted as a sort of independent stroke. Instead 
if passing on ta the rod it took a shorter route into 
he atmosphere (or wherever it went) by running 
nto a heavy locust post on whlali a corner of tho 
ack porch reated,,and at the point of the building- 
most romot« from the lightning rod. This post was 
Uterly demolished, It3 fragments being thrown off 
n every direction, some knocking the planks off the 
ard fence ana others Hying away to the distance of 
a hundred yards. From the locust post the electrlc- 
ty passed up a wooden pillar whlcn supported the 
lorch roof, tearing It into a thousand splinters. 
Vhen tho charge reached tho roof It tore up a few 
hmglca near the corner, put after that it seems to 
iave lost Its poner, for, although the houae Is a story 
iigtier than the poich and Intervenes between the 
tricken corner and the lightning roil, not a trace of

; Since tns opsning of tha ports of OsaKa and 
Tflogo, on the 1st of Janujry, 1883, tliose foreigners 
who settled at the new p.,rt8 have been constantly 
prophesying of the time when Illogo or Osaka, a3 
the case nuy be, wl.l supersede YoSohama as 
the principal entrepot for Japan. MaKing all due 
allowance for the brag^aaoclo inseparable trom a 
commeicial rivalry, tue trade or Uiogo and tixe 
number of vessels clearing from ami entering the 
jmi tare a sufficient indication, that Hiogo or OsnKa 
mil one day occupy a position of considerable im- 
portance In a commercial point of view. With a 
View, therefore, of spying oat a laud which, accord- 
ing to every resident, is one Uowrag? with milk and 
boney, plentifully sprinkled with' Ttcaiboos, your 
corresponaent thought It advisable to come Here 
and look for himself. 


This port, mofto, is situated about 320 miles in a 


(southwesterly direction from Yokohama, nearly at 
tlie Head of Tsumi or Osasa bay. But why am I 
BpeaKmg or Hiogo? The fact is the plage called ay 
that aame is scarcely of any interest wnatever to 
the foreigner. It may be remembered that when 
Japan was first opened the treaty with tbe foreign 
Powers called for the opening of the port of Kana- 
gawa. The Japs, however, after a great deal of op- 
position, but with the ultimate consent 01 the for- 
eign ministers, placed the foreign settlement at Yo- 
Kohama instead of Kanagawa, whence all foreign 
official documents arc still dated, all hough the latter 
place is a good six miles from aoy toreign residence 
ana we have no more to do witli that place than 
any other In the interior. So instead of marking 
out the roreisn settlement at Illogo they placed it at 
Kobe, along a miserable sandy bsach, and vessels 
liave to pass Hiogo to cet to tke anciiorase. 


Nevertheless, the entrance to Kobe Is extremely 


picturesque, lu spite of the sand beach—the scenery 
behind, below and above the settlement being very 
pretty and striking. 
The anchorage Is good, and 


the harbor, somewhat smaller than Yokohama, is a 
tittle better protected, though even here the ele- 
jnonts seem to get on a spree, and the harbor is ex- 
tremely weathery at times. The foreign population 
will probaoly number alwut 260. Besides the settle- 
ment loieigners have the privilege here, which they 
do not possess at Yokohama, of renting houses in 
tne native town of Kobe {they are not allowed to 
Uve at Hiojto), and the settlement, as usuai. bem" 
fixed at the wronst end, most of the mercantile 
nouses have availed themselves of this privilege 
and Ignore, the concession. Building is gojnu on 
raivdiy, however, mall parts, and I have mroouot 
that Kobe will, at some future time, be a piace 
Of considerable commercial importance. 
But if tne foreign settlers in this portion of Japan 
look npon Yokohama as their rival J am at a loss lor 
a name by which to designate the feeling entertained 
Of the Kobeites lor Osaka and that ol the lew resi- 
dents of Osaka for Kobe. It is amusing to heal the 
respective settlers discuss this point, but so far Kone 
has by far the best of it. 
Osaka is the largest com- 
mercial city in Japan, but Is situated about four 
miles up a shallow river, which is guarded by a bar 
that, In my opinion, \vul ever act as a barrier to dt- 
lect commercial intercourse. 
I have spoken of 
Osaka as a commercial cny—that is, In a Japanese 
point 01 view, for Japanese jnnks can manage at high 
Water to get over the bar. 
Osaka is said to contain 
1,500,000 Inhabitants, it is the centre or rather the 
ultimate poinx of an immense tea and silk growing 
-district. Everything tnat Is shipped Iroin Kobe 
for foreign ports, or the other ports of Japan, conies 
from Osaka, and yet, ia my opinion, Kobe must 
necessarily always, be lar ahead of Osaka, because 
Kobe has deep water. The Japs appreciate the diffi- 
culty, and are attempting to dredge the river and 
bar. They are workms; very sedulously at present; 
but I have the opinions of good engineers that suc- 
cess is yery problematical, and that the experiment 
tvlll cost ai,i'ut $2,000,000. ThejunK wide of Osaka 
to and from Hio^'o, Kobe and the ports on the iiiuind 
Sea is something euormons. the river itself is 
crowded with incoming or outgoing junks, and 
every creek and canal mat !ntei°£?cts the city—and 
they are numbered by hundreds—is thick with 
them. Yet you see no evidence of the immense 
Business that tula junk trade must be tne effect of 
In the city, liiu streets have the appearance as 
if no business were done. One sees long lines 
of shops without customers, immense crowds 
In the streets, apparently doing nothing, and it Is a 
rare thing to seu coods hauled through the street 
Tet. an 1 said before, the business is here, or in the 
r.Sil'°J;.SB<J. the «reut drawback to its sustaining a

latters, bnt that they rnnst be referred to the gov- 
rjjnent at horns, I thmic he wens a step over tUe 
larii. With a wise and honest man to represent 
jetn a: Pexm I think no nation need fear of oem^ 
ragged into a war with China on account of Hie 
inlster demanding redress for any outrage clone to 
heir respective subjects or citizens, oven if they do 
acS up such demand by a show of force.

miuisters snouid have with the Chinese govern- 
ment. As it is tho public reproof given to the con- 
suls In this matter Is apt to have a bad effect, Inas- 
much as the Cuiueso seem to thint that other coun- 
tries are beginning to be afraid of them. 


There is serious trouble at Pesin. Tho French. 


Charge d'Affaires has been grossly insulted either by 
Prince Kung or one of hia officials. Sojar Uie IntelU- 


hOre was that Prince Kuuff nad slapped tue French- 
man's fjco. It is quite certain that the trouble is se- 
rious, from tho fact that the Frenchman has hauled 
down his Lepratioa flag; and all the other foreign Min- 
isters have threatened to do the same, and cut off all 
diplomatic intercourse, unless an ample apology ia 
tc^dciea. What tbe tesult of this fracas will be I 
suppose can be easily foretold—the Chinese will 
make tue amend; but I should not be at all surprised 
if they neld out a little longer than osual, when thev 
think or the acuou of Oreuc Britain.

The captain reported, Jiov. ever, 
that lie \\o-s boarded by a junk, to luin, evileutly, a 
pirate, anu they were all ufcen ou board auu lie >vas 
iorcicd to sign a bond lor si.duu for being taken to 
Huiig'lvong. on tlie captain's arrival at tuis place he

Intelligence lias been received from Arnoy to tho 
ecect that the Central American ship Macao, having- 
loaded a large number of coolies, and being ready 
to proceed on her vovajje, wai prevented Irom leav- 
lug Ainoy by the United State steamship Unadilla. 
Tno reason for tins Is uudeistood to be that tue 
Macao Uos no mandarin's chop or permission to 
take away the coolies, aud the llulted Stales steam- 
ship Unauillu has taken up the matter u) request 
and still detains the Macao at Auioy.

The lollowing movements In her Majesty's fleet 
stationed m China may be deemed as correct,—It 
has been decided to send home the Kodney and the 
Pearl, tho former witu only a smalt crew, and not 
her full complement. TUe Argus (in Japan) goes to 
tho Cape of Good Hope, aud tue Icarus aud Cormo- 
rant will be paid on here aud rccommlssioued. Tho 
Ocean, iron-clad, is to have a poop put on her, and 
will become flagship, while a new crew for her will 
come out here lu October next.

In the midst of these gronads rises the Taj Manal,, 


the great arciiiteoiural wonder of Ajrra ana of India. 
What is this wonderful structure 1 Has a star fallen 
Tom the firmament and crystallized in the form of 
;he habitations of the cheratom and seraphim to ex- 
iibtt to mortal eves a model of the mansions ot the 
b:cased ; Have the sea fairies gathered the pearls 
and corals and gejns of the Indian Ocean and fash- 
ioned a submarine structure of ercruisite beauty and 
waited it up the sacred river to rest npon the banks 
of its most beautiful affluent as a mod^l to man of 
:ne coraline palaces In which ihe sea kings lay tae 
beautiful mermaids to sleep? So; supernatural 
structure thongh it seems, it 13 nevertheless tie 
creation of mortal hands; but its inspiration was 
immortal. It was inspired by immortal love. It 
was built by Snah Jenan (a descendent of the great 
Tamerlane), in honor or his beautiful wife, Koor 
Jehan (the light of the world) who was a niece of. the 
celebrated Soor Mahal (the light of tae harem) in 
Lalia Rookh. These Tartar women must have been 
beautiful, indeed, to have inspired sack passions. 


In eighteen centuries the Christian world has bunt 


no such monument in honor of the beatified mother 
of the Saviour of Mankind. The chosen people of 
tod have left no such monument over any of the 
daughters of Israel. The Egyptian Queen had many 
noble lovers, but neither Caesar nor Antony, with all 
lie treasures of Borne, have lelt sach a monument 
a the Enchantress of the Nile. Grecian marble im- 
mortalized Grecian, beauty, but leit no monument of 
Jrecian love. Roman history perpetuates the virtue 
if Roman ladies m the Latin language, but the Sara- 
:en writes the story ol his love m enduring marble, 
utelliglble to alt nations and to all ages. In no 
western land has marble been so plastic to the ta'ls- 
nan of love. Only here, under this burning Indian 
ua, shaded by the palm and the cypress, has the 
'reat human heart swelled to maturity with the 
ivine passion and burst in expanding Its devotion. 
t is a poem of love written ia marble ana tluml- 
:ated with preeiona stones. 
We walked aoont the marble pavements untler the 
ypress trees and by the flower beds, taking a look 
t (he Taj from different angles, until the moonlight 


faded out before the approaching sun, and m the 
interregnum the palin branches began to stir with 
the morning breeze and the birds began to sing m 
the cypress trees. The sun rose up over a palm 
grove in the distance like a shield of molten copper. 
A few lazy keepers began to crawl from their hiding 
places about the enclosure, and the two American

Sfooglenr Beaumont does not keep a very good 


hotel, bat he Keeps the best hotel in Agra. He 19 an 
old Frenchman and has a large family. He has been 
in India a long time and would not know rarls now 
if he were to return. Indian landlords never speaK 
to their guests, and their guests never have a chance 
to speak to them. The hotel !s generally attended by 
native servants, who do nit understand a word oi 
English, and who neither Know how to coos nor 
serve anything. It was, therefore, necessarily a 
work of time and patience to get rooms, bach, and 
brcakiast at Monsieur lieaumont's hotel. 


We jeturned to tiie laj about noon aud found the 
shade of tlie gardens a pleasant retreat from the 
noonday's sun. A great many carts were at cue en- 
trance, and hundreds of natives were engaged in 
carrying Hower pots into the Hardens. Wo learned 
tnat there would be a flower show to-morrow, when 
Hie floral beauties of India would be exhibited for 
premiums m tlie gardens of tlie Taj. 
The tomb is laiaud ou a platform of red sandstone, 
l.ooo leet ioug, fronting on the river Jumna, by sno 
leet In \vidth in the garden. On Uils platform a ter- 
race of white marble is laid, OJo leet square. In the 
centre of this terrace tho beautiful structure is 
erected In the shape or an Irreirular octagon, occu- 
Pi lug a square or 180 leet. At ttie corners or tho 
marble platiorm arc lour guardian minarets, each 
l«.j feet in height aud btuintuuily proportioned. 
Knteriiijr the marble doors of the tomb jouare 
under the dome, winch is 120 feet high and 1)0 feet 
in diameter, tue crescent tipped spire being :iOO 
feet abuve 
tue 
basement. In 
the centre 
of 
tlie 
iiiarb'e 
rotunda, immediately under the 
ilomc. Is au enclosure made by an octugoual 
marble screen wi ought In trellis work and inlaid 
witli vines bearing flowers imitated in precious 
stom-s. HO fresll and natural that you look for the 
dew aud smuil for tlie perfume. The festoons of in- 
laid flowers icpiescnt the iris, lotus, tulip and other 
rich colors ol India, and are made ol cornelian, 
a^ate, bloodstone, lapis lazuli and carbuncles. In- 
side of this irlarbio screen aru the sarcophagi of 
Slnh Jehan and Noor Jehan, their actual tombs 
byiag In the basement underneath. The tombstones 
are of pure while marble, profusely inlaid with 
wreaths of flowers in precious stones and covered 
witn Inscriptions from tho Koran inlaid la black, 
marble. 


The tombs were spread with roses, Jasmine and 
sweei flowers from the garden, yielding an altar of 
Iratrrance through the rotunda. The walls, the gal- 
leries, the cornices, the arches of the alcoves and the 
wmclOTs were all hung witn vines and flowers, in- 
laid with marble and precious stones and Inscribed 
with verses fiom the Koran. 
It Is said that 
In the inscriptions inlaid lu marble upon this 
building every verse in the Koran has been 
copied. The echo under the marble dome has been 
compared to tne harmonies of raradlae. Bishop 
Hener a'linus it to surpass auvliung m Europe. If 
I'atu, 2fibs.ou or any of onr Western nightingales 
could sing under this marble dome the eye would 
lUbtiuctively turn to tne alcoves in tue cornice to see 
if angels weie peering over to carry the sweet 
stratus or music to varadise, Tho building was 
completed in 1GJO by the lavish expenditure ol mil- 
lions or treasure aud the labor or 20,000 workmen 
lor twenty-two years. "They built like giants and 
linHhod like goldsmiths." 


V, e returned again to the Taj that night. A couple 
or gentlemen were wandering about tha marble 
walks, comparing views by moonlight. They had 
come from Kuniand; wo from America; but the 
same object had brought us together in the shade 
oi the beautiful luakui tomb. We made up a haud- 
ful oi' money lor tho keepers to reward them 
for burning blue lights m ihe alcoves of tho 
dome. 
'Ihe keepers 
went up tho stairways 
and soon appeared in Ihe windows above the cor- 
nice ol the dome holding out sulphureous torches, 
which she«l a sepulchral glaro over the dome, aud 
made a misty eiiade on tho tombs through the trellis 
work ol tue marble screen by which they were sur- 
rounilcd. \Ve looked at on« another and our faces 
were yellow, like wax figures, or unnatural, like 
dead people. The blue lights burned out and left 
us m the darkness of tr.e tomb. 
We went out and 
passed a'.ong by the silent lonntama, under the 
snade of the cypress trees, listening to the echo of 
our sicps upon the marble pavement, and separated 
Ior the night without saving much to each other. 
On our return to tho hotel we experienced a great 
deal of trouble with our so-called hotel keeper, Mon- 
sieur Hcumnont. 
IJo lives m a villa adjoiuluic li.'s 
hotel aud leaves his gucsta to the attention of nutHo 
servants, who do uot know how to keep a itocei. 
We sent for Monsieur DCaumout and expostulated. 
lib is exorbitant lu his charges for carnage Hire, ana 
wo excited his ire by employing au ontsuic convey- 
ance, 
and 
oilended Ills prido by insinuating 
that ho and all other hotel Keepers In Tn.iia v,oro en- 
tirely too much above their business, and. m fact, wo 
threatened another great Indian mutiny (agaliuii 
hotel keepers) on tno same ground that iniluenccd 
the Sepoys, viz., making us eat too much grouse. 
Monsieur ucaumont intrenched himself ia nis villa 
and wo kept possession or the hotel. 
In the afternoon wo wont again to tho Taj. Tho 


flower show was tn full bio.im. 
The native princes 
were present in all the gorKeousneiw of Indian tasto, 
anow white turban**, sennet jackcta trimmed with 
gold and loose white trousers falling over red or 
yellow morocco slippers. 
Tne native ladles wero 
there in great numbers, with -rings on their angers 
and bells ou their toos." The ornaments worn by 
the native femaies 01 India are something wonder- 
mi. Commencing1 at tho toes and going up, or com. 
monclng at tha hood and coming down, u Is a mazo 
of mystery. Tne nair U handsomely drewed 


and here and there a bright uniform spaf kied by the 
sfde of a gay mm under t&a shade or the cvpress 
tress. His Honor the laentenant Governor of the 
iCr0S£:'S8t ^J"'11";68' Sir wniiam Hub-, Commander 
or the star of India, Ac., distributed the premiums 
to the lair competitors:-For geraniums, one gold 
bracelet; tor roses, one pair earrings; for piaiis one 
diamond ring; lor heartsease, one necklace, and so 
on for carnations, daisies, poppies, verbenas, asters, 
petunias, oxalis, violets and passion flowers. 
The eye wandered to the ladies, to the flows to 
the Taj, as dt&erent grades of beauty; but candor 
obliges me to say it rested longest on tae Taj. as the 
most onfadine. The- children played and prattled 
around the flower-lined borders,- until the old foun- 
tains leaped for joy and spread tueir spray in golden 
rambows rdce an archway of celestial promise to 
guide their footsteps beyond tns tomo. The pyra- 
mid ot flowerpots melts away, tne shadow of the 
cypress trees darkens m tae garden, the pattering 
or feet on the pavement leads towards the door, ihe 
fountains cease to play, the children's rainbow ia 
gone, tue reverberations, ol "God Save the Queen" 
die away In Kve vault of the tojab> the departing sun 
spreads his golden glories over dome and minaret 
for a moment, and Shah Oehan and his beautiful 
bride are left to ths solitude of tneir maoniflcent 
tomb. 


There are many other objects of interest at Agra, 
but when the snn shines ths stars are invisible. 
Wnen we Save seen the Taj all else is notttrng. The 
fort and palace of Akbar the Magnificent are well 
worth a visit. The fort is a mile ana a half in -cir- 
cuit, built of red sandstone, with walls sixrv feet 
high, surrounded by a fosse and enclosing a paiace- 
Tne judgment seat of Akbar remains—a white 
marble slab, now broken, like^je Sfosiern power. 
The Pearl Mosque is a oeaurafflSmarble structure, 
erected ior tlie worship of Gotland the Prophet, 
where each pions Mussulman has an assigned space 
indicated on the marble floor. 
T/.e zenana or harem of Akbar the Magnificent 
was tlie gem of the palace. Halls and galleries and 
suits of rooms of white marble, with court yards 
filled with fountains, and balconies of marble trellis- 
work mlaid witn gems overlooked the river. The 
inlaid work of'soaie of the walls and ceilings was 
marvellous in its perfection and detail— not a color 
of the vine nor a hue of the flower but the precious 
atone was found to renresent. in the marble walla 
channels are to be seen where the nater was 
trained to cool the temperature. In one portion of 
the palace-a marble wall, divided Into two chambers 
by an archway, was set apart and elaborately orna- 
mented for a bach room, and has since been called 
the Ilall of Glass, lu each room are marble basins 
in the centre of the floor, with cascades or marble 
leading from the walls on either side. Tae wails 
ana ceiimgs were cpvjrga over tlie entire surface 
with thousands of mn'i-orS, arranges ifi the ffiOSil 
intricate designs, ao that every motion of the 
nympns tn the bata was reflected ten thousand 
times irom the crystal wails and ceilings. 
It does not require a very warm imagination to 
fancy tue ladies of the harem disporting themselves 
in the mnrole baths and turning their pol ished limbs 
to the splashing cascades, t ac i trying to outvie the 
other m aquatic gymnastics, e :ch motion multiplied 
ten thousand times for the amusement of their lord 
and maater, tne Great Alognl. Akbar was a king 
ol cosmopolitan tastes. 
He filled his zenana 
with 
the classic beauties of Hlndostan and 
erected apartments suitable to 
their 
customs. 
He gathered the dark-eyed maidens of Persia with, 
the ouve ripening upon the cheek, and the fair 
_dauirhters.01.Cashmere,wUli something of a peach 
matters, and took a Portugu'ese wffu 
1 uJiuc5e ^S^JJIJ 
and ornamenfad her chambers with fresco printings 
representing scenes In bible liistory and surmounted 
her doors with the Greek cross. Oh, Brigharn Tdung, 
you are a North American savage compared to 
Akbar the Magnificent; your harem is a workshop 
and your women are slaves, when I was In salt 
l>ake City last I had to ritte two miles to the Sul- 
phur Springs to get a batli, and then took it in the 
open air. \ve should have made a visit to Fnttepore 
feikree, some twenty miles irorn Agra, the summer 
palace of Akbar. aud his llual resting place, but the 
spectre of Time was always at our back, threatening 
to cut our legs off if we lingered too long among 
tiie ruins of the past; besides, things had come to 
such a pass with our landlord, Monsieur Beaumont, 
mat negotiations for a conveyance were attended 
with illillculty. lie Bad barricaded hlmseli: in 
his 
vilia and 
declined 
any 
communication 
witii us except by epistolary correspondence. We 
had occupied the hotel and laid the servants under 
contribution for such provisions aud attendance as 
could be obtained. In this state or tne case we 
concluded to raise tho siege and evacuate tho prem- 
ises, but the t'jrrns of evacuation were diillcuit to 
arrange on account of the tediousuesa ol correspond- 
ence. Ihe most, important matter to arrange was 
the bill. This was finally sent over under a flag or 
truce, and having been fully discussed was llnally 
agreed to; but otncr difficulties arose as to tho pay- 
ment ot tne money. The landlord would not come 
out to receive It In person, and we would not pay it 
to the native servants. It was llnally agreed tnat 
the landlord should send over a receipted bill and 
that we should leave tlie money ou the table aud 
march out with our baggage and arms. In this 
niauuer we raised the siege of the Agra If otcl, very 
much to the relief or the landlord, who will Huurculy 
be happy at another Uxvtxaiou of American guests.

COFFEE CULTURE W FLORIDA. 


Adaptability of Soil and Climate. 


[Correspondence ol tho St. Augustine (fc'Ia.) Ex- 
aminer.] 
Prom the month of Indian river to Cape Sable, the 
southernmost extuut of this peninsula, we have a 
front of about itio miles, supported by a truclc of 
country of about 9,250,000 uures. Deduct, then, 
largely for sea beaches, water courses, salt marshes, 
i,c., there remains fnliy 7,000.000 acres, which I ha\e 
frequently termed, to the rldiculu of others, our 
coilee rcirion. These, though not within the tropics, 
lie so near to that Cancer that witn tne modifying 
influence or two adjoining nulls, one on each side 
of a comparatively narrow tongue of land, the c:i- 
mate is assimilaieil to that of Havana, on the north 
side ofCuha.

The raanrrrove, lime, hiccaco, 
nmnsanllia, cochineal pear, and many more peren- 
nial plants, decidedly exotic m other than tropical 
Climates, are indigenous there. And at Cape Flor- 
ida, about some old settlements, a rew coiree trees 
nave been seen to grow liueiy. Several articles of 
our gardens and fields, that at »t. Augustine are 
annuals, become their biennials and perennials; and 
others reproduce themselves, about old settlements, 
a long succession of years, that mnat im replanted 
liere every year. I do uot mean to say that cold 
never enters tnat region; very hue colo has bceu 
known to Injure thecotlee crop In t'cibo. And where 
Is it that cuitura or every kind— aye, every adventure 
ol man, his own liaalth and CM-U lite, does not suiter by 
casualties? But 1 hold that it does not arrive tlicie 
at a period or in sutlk'iciit Intensity to kill this 
plant. The coilee, llku nil other deciduous plants, Is 
lu a state of torpor durm;; the winter months; in 
which time a cou^i'ierabio degree of cold cannot in- 
jure them; and uiien the spring has aroused them 
rrom winter sleep, no cold cuu occur there mat 
would Be fatal.
